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A S I write this, the gun owners ot 
this nation are facing massive 
legislative assaults on their freedom. 

The sheer volume of anti-firearm- 
ownership legislation on the federal, 
state and local levels has been stag¬ 
gering the last couple of years. 

While pro-gun forces, led by the 
Natioral Rifle Association, have beaten 
back some very bad proposed laws, the 
socialists and their followers simply 
resubmit the “gun control” (“gun 
elimination” would be more appropri¬ 
ate) bills in the next legislative ses¬ 
sions and with constant media pro¬ 
paganda these bills gain ground, some 
are being passed and made law. 

In Congress there are terrible bills 
pending which would outlaw manufac¬ 
ture, sale and possession of common 
semiautomatic firearms which have 
been around for many years in this 
country, outlaw 9 millimeter, .32 and 
.25 caliber ammunition, and create a 
Big Brother-like national gun regis¬ 
tration system, among other things. 

Here in the People’s Republic of 
California, despite massive non-com¬ 
pliance with the infamous Roberti- 
Roos Assault Weapons Control Act of 
1989 , State Senate President Pro Tern 
David Roberti of West Hollywood has 
managed to ram through a “clean-up” 
bill which greatly expands the num¬ 
ber of banned guns in the original 
Roberti-Roos bill. The new Attorney 
General Dan Lungren had announced 
that the 1989 law was unenforceable 
since it was so flawed. The new “clean¬ 
up” bill clarifies the language of the 
original bill and greatly expands the 
number of guns specifically outlawed 


TO THE POINT 


Will the courts protect our firearms freedoms?. . . 


while at the same time giving gun 
owners who failed to register their 
weapons another three months to do 
so before facing serious felony charges 
if they do not and are caught. Of the 
estimated 300,000 “assault weapons” 
requiring registration in the original 
legislation, only about 10 percent were 
actually registered by the deadline. Of 
those — about 19,000 — their owners’ 
names were fed into law enforcement 
computers and now are identified to 
police, responding to their homes for 
any reason, as assault weapon owners 
with the specific weapons possessed 
named to police. 

The new “clean-up” legislation is on 
Gov. Pete Wilson’s desk awaiting his 
signature at this writing. I’d like to 
be pleasantly surprised, but this man 
has always voted for or approved of all 
anti-gun-ownership legislation he has 
been involved with that I know of —at 
least in recent memory. He also has 
other anti-gun bills on his desk in¬ 
cluding one to require handgun owners 
to take and pass a “safety” (apparently 
to be devised by local law enforcement 
authorities) course before purchasing 
a handgun. 

The socialists, their admirers and fol¬ 
lowers among us who largely control 
the national media, are prominent in 
our colleges and universities, and who 
dominate the Democratic Party — 
which controls Congress and many 
state legislatures, including Califor¬ 
nia’s Legislature—appear to be mak¬ 
ing an all-out effort to see to it the 
gun freedoms heretofore taken for 
granted in the U.S. are severely res¬ 
tricted or eliminated. 

The courts of the nation are begin¬ 
ning to get lawsuits over many of these 
anti-gun laws being passed. I’m told 
there are currently three lawsuits to 
overturn the Roberti-Roos law in Cali¬ 
fornia. And a federal court is about to 
consider a citizen’s lawsuit to estab¬ 
lish that the constitutional right to 
bear arms is indeed an individual right. 

While there have been some pro¬ 
gun-ownership victories in these mat¬ 
ters, I do not have a good feeling about 
our prospects in the courts. Judges, 
after all, come from the fraternity of 


lawyers who run much of the country 
and who are strongly influenced by the 
universities and the media. 

The head of the American Bar As¬ 
sociation has gone on record embrac¬ 
ing strong gun control measures. 

In California a federal judge asked 
to overturn the Roberti-Roos law on a 
number of legal points quickly threw 
the case out. Asked to reconsider his 
decision, he did the same thing again. 
His decision is being appealed. Earlier, 
the state Superior Courts refused to 
act on legal moves to overturn local 
and county government bans on “as¬ 
sault weapons” which, according to a 
1969 state law, usurped the powers of 
the state government. 

The U.S. Supreme Court will likely 
sooner or later be asked to rule on 
more than one important gun rights 
case. Its decisions could be devastating 
for firearms freedoms. It has in the 
past shied away from firearms rights 
cases and has only made three rul¬ 
ings on Second Amendment matters. 
Anti-gunners claim these rulings sup¬ 
port their cause. 

I have long been calling for Ameri¬ 
can gun owners to wake up to the 
massive anti-firearms-ownership pro¬ 
paganda push in the nation’s mass 
media. If the socialist-dominated/lean¬ 
ing media people were not so in favor 
of firearms restrictions and bans such 
legislation wouldn’t have much chance 
of being passed. Their powerful pro¬ 
paganda is bound to affect the courts 
— at least some of the judges. 

Most Americans want to believe in 
the ultimate fairness and justice of 
their government (local, state, nation¬ 
al). The courts, as part of the govern¬ 
ment, are often the last resort for jus¬ 
tice short of new legislation. In light 
of some recent judicial decisions in¬ 
volving guns here in California and 
elsewhere, I’m not assuming that the 
courts will automatically protect our 
rights. 

Gun owners must become more active 
politically in the years to come to have 
a say in passing of laws affecting our 
gun rights or face the end of legal 
firearms ownership in this country — 
Jim Benson.

T HE United States currently has 
only one working weather satel¬ 
lite in orbit. 

That satellite, known as GOES-7, 
(Geostationary Operational Environ¬ 
mental Satellite), is reaching the end 
of its predicted operational life-span. 
Further, it will most likely run out of 
fuel sometime in early or mid 1992. 
If that happens the nation could find 
itself without continuous weather 
coverage for the first time since the 
early 1970s. 

The loss of GOES-7 would mean that 
American meteorologists would not 
have access to the satellite photographs 
which are used to track major storms 
and hurricanes. Government officials 
have said the failure of GOES-7 at this 
time would be a national emergency. 

The GOES-7 satellite had been 
scheduled to be replaced in 1989 by 
the first of the next generation of U.S. 
weather satellites, the GOES-NEXT. 
However the GOES-NEXT program 
has been plagued by cost overruns and 
problems with a number of its sensor 
systems. NASA has tentatively sched¬ 
uled the first GOES-NEXT launch for 
the end of 1992, but many experts 
believe that it may be well into 1993 
before that launch occurs. 

Earlier this year a Senate subcom¬ 
mittee urged President Bush to declare 
the situation a national emergency and 
to use up to $110 million in already 
authorized emergency funds to reopen 
the production lines of the original 
GOES fleet. 

Experts are studying various 
proposals to bridge the potential gap 
in U.S. weather satellite coverage. One 
proposal would allow the U.S. to bor¬ 
row or lease a European weather satel¬ 
lite known as Meteosat-3. That satel¬ 
lite has already played a vital role 
when, last August, it was used to track 
Hurricane Bob as it moved up the East 
coast of the U.S. 

Another proposal calls for the US. 
to buy a weather satellite which is cur¬ 
rently being built for the Japanese by 
the Hughes Space and Communica¬ 


tions Group in El Segundo, California. 
That satellite could be launched in 
early 1992. 

A third proposal calls for creating a 
network of weather satellites out of the 
low-altitude polar-orbiting satellites 
currently used by the Defense Depart¬ 
ment. Such a network however would 
not be able to provide continuous cover¬ 
age of the entire nation. 

U.S. Life Expectancy Data — The fed 
eral Department of Health and Human 
Services has released its annual report 
on the life expectancy of Americans. 

The report shows that an average 
American born in 1990 can be expected 
to live to 75 years and 5 months, an 
increase of 2 months from the previous 
year. Black men born in 1990 have a 
life expectancy of 66 years which is an 
increase of 10 months over the 1989 
statistics and 13 months over the 1988 
statistics. Black women born in 1990 
have a life expectancy of 74 years and 
6 months, half a year longer than the 
1989 life expectancy. White males born 
in 1990 can expect to live to 72 years 
and 7 months — no change from the 
1989 figures. White women continue 
to have the longest life expectancy of 
all groups in the U.S. For those born 
in 1990 the life expectancy was 79 years 
and 4 months, an increase of 2 months 
over 1989. 

Some of the other statistics in the 
report: Heart disease remained the 
leading cause of death in the U.S. 
725,010 people died of heart disease 
in the U.S. in 1990. 

— 25,700 people were killed in homi¬ 
cides in 1990, up 12 percent from 1989. 

- AIDS killed 24,120 in 1990, a 13 
percent increase over the previous year. 

— A total of 2,162,000 people died 
in the U.S. last year from all causes 
combined. 

— The infant mortality rate declined 
to a record low of 9.1 deaths per 1000 
live births. In 1989 the infant mortal¬ 
ity rate was 9.7 deaths per 1000 live 
births. •

The Flu 


The once and future plague. . . 


By Bennett Viken and Robin Sutton 


O VER half a million Americans 
died in just 10 months in 1918. 
No German shell or bullet passed 
within thousands of miles of them. 
They were all killed by a microscopic 
sphere of living matter only 1/10,000th 
of a millimeter in diameter. 

Worldwide, 22 million fatalities were 
recorded — nearly as many as the 25 
million caused by the Black Death, 
bubonic plaque, in Europe in the 
700-year period called the Middle Ages. 

Americans weren’t the only people 
to suffer and die: 200,000 succumbed 
in England; 25 percent of Samoans 
died; in some Eskimo villages every¬ 
one died; and in India train schedules 


were upset because of the long delays 
when corpses were removed. What was 
stunningly overwhelming was the 
speed with which it struck and spread. 

In March, 1918, a mess cook in Fort 
Riley, Kansas, reported for sick call 
with a fever and chills. Similar inci¬ 
dents were reported in southern Man¬ 
churia at the same time. The disease 
spread quickly in the fertile breeding 
grounds of training camps and packed 
troopships. The first wave of disease 
was so mild it inspired the medical 
quip, “Quite a godsend. Everybody ill, 
nobody dying.” 

The flu spilled off the troop convoys 
onto the shores of France, and then 


spread swiftly over most of Europe. 
That autumn something happened to 
it. At first, the change was believed 
to have taken place in Spain were 8 
million Spaniards died, but many 
scientists now believe the transforma¬ 
tion took place on a much wider scale. 
Still, the disease was branded the 
“Spanish Lady.” 

The “Lady” spread like wildfire with 
unbelievable virulence. In Rio de 
Janeiro one man asked another where 
the streetcar stopped, thanked him and 
toppled over dead. On a Cape Tbwn 
tram seven riders including the con¬ 
ductor and driver died in a three-mile 
stretch. 

The Spanish Lady was more than 
fast, she was distinctive. Purple blisters 
formed on the oxygen-starved skin of 
her victims. In some, pulmonary hem¬ 
orrhage sent projectile jets of blood 
rocketing from their nostrils. Others 
coughed up pints of yellowish-green 
pus. Pathologists found the lungs of the 
dead reduced to a jelly-like mush. 

Although the pandemic of 1918 was 
particularly deadly, the disease was 
nothing new. Our first record of 
influenza was recorded by Diodorus 
Siculus writing of an epidemic that 
swept through the Athenian Army in 
415 B.C. Mary, Queen of Scots, sur¬ 
vived a bout. Its name, “influenza” 
dates to 1504 and an Italian study that 
determined its cause to be influenza 
coeli, influence of the stars. Later the 
name was changed to influenza di 
freddo to reflect the new belief that it 
was caused by the cold. 

The true cause was not determined 
until this century when improved 
equipment and scientific techniques 
revealed the round, spiked virus that 
develops three distinct types of flu —A, 
B and C. A is the strongest, respon¬ 
sible for the most deaths. Type B is 
less virulent but more prevalent in 
school-aged children. Type B does, 
however, appear to be the single major 
cause of Reye’s Syndrome, a rare 
degenerative disease of the brain, liver 
and kidneys, with a 25 percent death 
rate among its young victims. Reye’s

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Syndrome appears to be triggered by 
aspirin. Type C is an extremely rare 
offshoot of a yet milder form. 

The virus itself is covered by two 
kinds of spikes. Two thirds are H (for 
hemagglutinin) type, which match and 
latch onto protein molecules on the sur¬ 
face of the respiratory cells they invade. 
N (for neuraminidase) type spikes, the 
remaining third, contain an enzyme 
that prevents clotting with other virus 
cells and can dissolve the mucus coat¬ 
ing of the respiratory membranes. The 
spikes are important because their 
chemical codes become antigens cru¬ 
cial to the workings of antibodies. The 
antibodies have their own chemical 
codes enabling them to bond to the 
antigens, serving as a muzzle on the 
mad dog of virus and permitting the 
body to eliminate the germ while it 
is held helpless. Only the H spike is 
used as an antigen: when it is capped 
by an antibody, the virus cannot enter 
the respiratory cell and cause flu. 
However, to prevent the infection, the 
antigen and antibody must be of an 
exact chemical match. 

Within the cell itself are protein 
cytoplasm and eight strands of 
ribonucleic acid (RNA). These eight 
strands (as opposed to a single strand 
in the cold virus) carry the genes w hich 
provide the flu virus many opportu¬ 
nities to mutate and thereby slip the 
noose of the antibody bonds. A small 
mutation called a “drift” creates a var¬ 
iant type of flu. A big change called 
a “shift” creates a whole new subtype. 
Flu subtypes are identified by num¬ 
bering the spikes of the virus. HlNl 
can become H2N1 or H2N2 and so on 
and on. These mutations can make the 
flu a “new” disease every year. 

Flu Defense — Our natural defense 
against the flu is the antibody which 
is created in response to the flu virus. 
The defense is the same whether the 
antibody is created by a response to 
the disease or by vaccine. If a shift in 
the flu virus has created a new sub- 
type, our antibodies may provide no 
defense against what is essentially a 
new virus. If a small change, a drift, 
creates only a minor variation, your 
antibodies may provide you with some 
protection. Sometimes a virus will 
mutate into an old code. When this 
happens, older folks with antibodies 
from previous infections will have the 

advsntage. 

If the virus is not stopped by an anti¬ 
body, it will penetrate the respiratory 
cell wall, spilling its RNA (ribonucleic 
acid) strands into the respiratory cell’s 


cytoplasm. The RNA invades the cell’s 
nucleus and causes it to manufacture 
as many as 1,000 viral offspring. The 
virus reproduces at astronomical rates, 
and mutation is always possible. 
However, the reproductive activity does 
itself trigger a natural defense when 
the respiratory cells under attack 
produce interferon, which penetrates 
other cells and stimulates the produc¬ 
tion of anti-viral proteins that block 
the commands of the virus and stop 
its take over. 

Since Alick Isaacs discovered inter¬ 
feron in London in 1957, scientists have 
been excited by the possibilities it 
presents for alleviating the symptoms 


virus have been found in bird feces; 
in some cases the birds are only car¬ 
riers, transporting the virus without 
suffering the respiratory infection. 
Although nothing has been proven, 
such discoveries support the idea that 
the virus originates in “the great silent 
spaces” of China and Siberia, home to 
great herds of beasts and the summer 
destinations of migratory birds. 

Although our knowledge of the flu 
virus, its mutations and origins is rela¬ 
tively new and still subject to revision, 
we are familiar with the suffering it 
brings. 

Symptomatically and pathologically, 
influenza is closely aligned with the

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of many viral diseases. Unfortunately, 
90,000 pints of blood, the amount 
donated annually in a large city, will 
produce only 10,000 pints of the 
material from which .014 ounce of 
interferon can be refined. 

The flu virus also attacks other 
mammals and birds, in many cases 
hybridizing and crossing over to infect 
man. The virus adapts to cross specie 
boundaries, jumping from birds to 
mammals. In 1918 an epidemic of 
swine flu paralleled man’s pandemic. 
Elk and bison herds have suffered out¬ 
breaks. Flocks of chickens have been 
decimated. Sheep in England have 
suffered with flu, and horses world¬ 
wide have been victims. Man passes 
the virus on to his dog, but there are 
no recorded cases of the dog passing 
a virus back to his master. 

Some speculate that flocks of migra¬ 
tory birds spread influenza. Viable

common cold. The differences, however, 
are profound. Flu is a hard hitter; 
onset is severe and abrupt, frequently 
marked by a fever of more than 100 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

In extremely virulent outbreaks, like 
1918’s, some died from the shock of 
the onset. More frequently, we recog¬ 
nize the flu by the severity of our suffer¬ 
ing. The aches in muscles and joints 
are much more severe than those 
accompanying a cold. The cough is dry 
and hacking, usually, although there 
may be no cough. More than half the 
time, the eyes are sore and burning. 
Chills often accompany the fever, and 
you may have a flushed face and hot, 
moist skin. 

Although you may feel nauseated, 
there is no such disease as “stomach 
flu.” Diarrhea may occur in children, 
but it is extremely rare among adults. 
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The Flu 


Perhaps the worst characteristic of the 
flu is the prolongation of weariness, 
depression and general malaise that 
may continue for weeks following 
‘‘recovery.” 

The sudden, vicious onset of sym¬ 
ptoms dictates the best treatment: go 
to bed and stay there. The virus usually 
completes its cycle of rapid replication 
in two or three days, the time you'll 
feel the sickest. Then, take it easy for 
a couple of weeks of convalescence. 

In most cases what you feel like doing 
is a good indication of what to do. If 
you try to push your body beyond what 
it feels like doing, you may open your-

self to complications that are far more 
serious and perhaps deadly. People with 
heart, kidney or lung problems are 
already at risk. 

In children high fevers may lead to 
convulsions. Bacterial pneumonia is 
serious and life-threatening, while viral 
pneumonia, which does not respond to 
antibiotics, has a mortality rate of 75 
percent. One of the first signs, a helio¬ 
trope (reddish-purple) lip color, 
announces that the virus is hard at 
work turning your lungs into sopping 
blood bags, leaving you little or noth¬ 
ing with which to breathe. 

Pregnant women may be endangered 
the flu. In 1918, 26 percent of preg¬ 
nant women with the flu experienced 
spontaneous abortion, stillbirth or 
premature labor. Fifty-two percent of 


those with the complication of pneu¬ 
monia suffered these losses. These 
losses were seldom seen in later epi¬ 
demics. Because the virus is known for 
its frequent mutations and rapid 
spread, we do feel everyone should be 
aware of these dangerous potential 
complications. Do remember that 
influenza, like other viruses, does not 
respond to antibiotics. 

Prevention — There are prophylac¬ 
tics. The gauze masks seen in so many 
photos of the 1918 pandemic were use¬ 
ful — not in preventing contraction of 
the disease but in limiting its spread. 


People with a natural immunity can 
and do serve as breeding repositories 
for the virus. A person coughing or 
sneezing, whether sick or carrying the 
virus, can spray a huge number of par¬ 
ticles through the air. The sneeze or 
cough causes a “shedding” of infected 
particles of sputum, waste cellular mat¬ 
ter and so on that dries quickly and 
then hangs suspended in the air to be 
spread with every breeze. When the 
dried particles are inhaled, a new infec¬ 
tion begins. Wearing a mask that seals 
itself around the outside of the face 
making an airtight fit over the mouth 
and nose can prevent the spread of the 
flu virus from the person wearing the 
mask. Masks used in industrial appli¬ 
cations are sufficient. Because few peo¬ 
ple with the virus wear such masks, 
it's a good idea to avoid crowds and 
public places during flu season. 


Although the flu may strike at any 
time of year, it is most prevalent in 
the fall and winter, recalling its second 
Italian name — influenza di freddo. 
Actually, flu is most prevalent indoors. 
The virus dies when exposed to ultra¬ 
violet light or high temperatures. It 
survives for long periods at temper¬ 
atures below freezing. Fresh air and 
sunshine are safer than indoors. Avoid 
touching surfaces exposed to the pub¬ 
lic, such as lunch counters, condiment 
containers and vending machines. The 
dry virus can even be passed along with 
a handshake. 

Everyone needs to be aware of per¬ 
sonal hygiene. Always cover your 
mouth and nose with a handkerchief 
or tissue when coughing or sneezing 
and insist that your friends, family and 
co-workers do the same. Establish at 
least some level of quarantine for the 
sick. Be careful to disinfect all utensils 
and bedding before allowing anj^one 
else to use these items. 

At the beginning of each flu season, 
you must decide whether to be vac¬ 
cinated or not. It is not an easy deci¬ 
sion. In 1976 three elderly persons in 
Philadephia died of Guillain-Barre 
Syndrome, a condition which 12 out 
of every million may contract. Some¬ 
times referred to as French Polio, GBS 
may cause paralysis or death. 

There are two basic types of serum. 
The more familiar is the “killed virus” 
type. Dead virus obtained from a cul¬ 
ture of chick embryos and injected. 
This stimulates the body to produce 
antibodies. Sometimes a live virus is 
used. Live virus is cheaper because less 
is used, and it confers almost immedi¬ 
ate protection. It is usually 
administered by nasal atomizer or 
drops. The major disadvantage of the 
live virus is that it may cause a bout 
of the flu. Live virus is also trickier 
to produce. It is attenuated by being 
made sensitive to temperature. The live 
germs can live in the cooler nasal 
canals but soon die if they travel 
towards the warmer lungs. Because live 
virus can cause flu, it is not recom¬ 
mended for anyone with serious med¬ 
ical problems. 

Despite the slim chances for vaccine 
complications, certain people are at 
high risk and should be vaccinated: 
people with hay fever or other respira¬ 
tory allergies, students and teachers, 
factory workers. Flu shots are a must

for everyone working in health care 
services. Medical authorities also 
encourage people over 65 to be vac¬ 
cinated. If you have any doubts, be sure 
to consult your health care professional. 

The flu shot itself is moderately pain¬ 
ful. One person in 10 will experience 
some pain, tenderness and swelling at 
the injection site. One in 100 will have 
a headache and slight fever. If you are 
allergic to chicken eggs, avoid the killed 
vaccine. 

If you or someone in your family does 
come down with the flu, there are some 
steps you can take to ease the discom¬ 
fort. A vaporizer or humidifier can be 
beneficial to open blocked breathing 
passages. Thee are commonly recom¬ 
mended for infants suffering croup. The 
vaporizer does have the advantage of 
self-sterilization. If neither is availa¬ 
ble, time spent in a closed bathroom 
while running a scalding hot shower 
may provide relief. Drinking or eating 
hot steaming fluids such as tea or 
chicken soup can also help open blocked 
nasal passages. 

Because nausea may accompany 
other flu symptoms, you'll probably be 
more comfortable eating lightly. Soup 
is a good choice because the vapors can 
help unplug nasal passages. But if all 
you hunger for is a hot fudge sundae, 
go ahead. Some nourishment is better 
than none. 

Vitamin C whether taken as a sup¬ 
plement or derived from foods such as 
tomatoes, cabbage or citrus fruits is 


one nutrient subject to scientific debate. 
Many, notably Linus Pauling, believe 
large doses can prevent respiratory 
infections. Some studies disprove the 
protection. However, it might help, and 
the effects of over-dosing are minimal, 
so we do take it. 

Your neighborhood pharmacy or su¬ 
permarket also carries a number of pro¬ 
ducts that may help you live through 
the flu. Non-prescription medications 
fall into six categories: 

Anticholinergics relieve watery 
secretions of the eyes and nose. Because 
of extensive side effects, they are 
best used under competent medical 
supervision. 

Nasal decongestants, the second 
category, are more widely used. 
Whether pills, salves, sprays or drops 
these stimulate the nervous system to 
constrict blood vessels opening space 
in the nasal canals. Pills can be used 
to good effect although they act more 
slowly than medicine applied directly. 
Tbpical salves have the greatest local 
effectiveness, but they cannot be 
applied deep enough to penetrate all 
swollen tissue. Sprays are the easiest 
to use but the least efficient, providing 
doses of wildly varying amounts. Drops 
are the best choice in this category for 
they give the user optimum control and 
excellent penetration. Once the illness 
has passed, all applicators that have 
come in contact with infected areas 


should be discarded. 

Antihistamines relieve sneezing, 
stop runny noses and clear sinuses. 
Since these symptoms are characteris¬ 
tic of many maladies, including aller¬ 
gies, they are widely available. Most 
are administered orally as pills or 
capsules. 

Antitussives are used to suppress 
coughs. Frequently they contain nar¬ 
cotics, especially codeine, to still the 
brain’s “cough center.” A safer alter¬ 
native to narcotics is provided by anti¬ 
tussives containing dextromethorphan. 

Expectorants encourage coughing 
by loosening mucus to facilitate its 
natural removal. Experts caution that 
it is unwise to medicate a “productive” 
cough that’s moving mucus on its own. 
Because coughing can lead to discom¬ 
fort, many use cough drops or sore 
throat lozenges for relief. Hard candy 
is nearly as effective and much cheaper. 

Of all painkillers, or analgesics, 
aspirin, our first wonder drug, is the 
most widely used. For most people aspi¬ 
rin is a safe and effective medicine, but, 
as we said earlier, because it may trig¬ 
ger Reye’s Syndrome, it should not be 
given to children with flu symptoms. 
Products containing acetaminophen or 
ibuprofen are also effective in reliev¬ 
ing the aches and pains attendant to 
both colds and flu. 

All medicines, including widely 
available non-prescription drugs, have 
side-effects. Be sure to read labels care¬ 
fully and eliminate any confusion by 
talking to a health care professional. 

In some cases the professionals may 
be able to offer more help with prescrip¬ 
tions., Amantadine is a drug of some 
promise in limiting your vulnerability 
to the virus. It does not prevent the 
flu, but it does block the virus. The 
dosage must be renewed daily over the 
course of the disease to maintain its 
effectiveness. 

Medical researchers continue to 
study this mutable virus and develop 
new treatments, but the virus manages 
to stay ahead of our efforts, changing 
codes rapidly. Even when the annual 
flu season produces mild cases of the 
disease, as it did in 1990-1991, eco¬ 
nomic loss is significant. The possi¬ 
bility of a virulent strain’s achieving 
pandemic proportion still exists. When 
asked if there was any chance for a 
repeat of the 1918 disaster, all epidemi¬ 
ologists responded with a unanimous 
and emphatic YES. •

ARLIER this year, beset with 
growing ill health, I began to look 
at my diet, hoping to be able to find 
a way, through nutrition, to feel better. 

For years I’ve enjoyed running as a 
form of exercise, but for several months 
prior I’d been having recurring run¬ 
ning injuries that left me almost crip¬ 
pled for days at a time—extreme sore¬ 
ness around hip joints, swollen, sore 
knees. 

At the same time I wasn’t sleeping 
well and was becoming cranky more 
often. I felt tired often and had been 
getting what seemed like more than 
my share of colds and flu. Something 
just wasn’t right and I had a feeling 
it had to do with my diet. It turned 
out I was correct. 

I’d also been gaining weight and had 
begun dieting, or rather, starving 
myself trying to get my weight down. 
This included skipping whole meals 
and skimping on what I ate at other 
times. Problem was, I was hungry more 
often with the dieting and still was hav¬ 
ing much difficulty losing weight. 

Checking an edition of the Recom¬ 
mended Dietary Allowances , which is 
published by the National Research 
Council of the National Academy of 
Sciences (National Academy Press, 
Washington, DC), I discovered I was 
supposed to be getting about 60 grams 
of high quality protein a day. I was 
actually getting half that or even less 
on some days, and this had been going 
on for some months. 

This discovery led me to an ongoing 
study of protein and its health benefits 
which continues to this day. I have dis¬ 
covered that protein plays an extemely 
important role in maintaining overall 
health and preventing and eliminat¬ 
ing disease. 

Needless to say, I have greatly 
increased my consumption of protein- 
rich foods, especially those foods con¬ 
taining the essential amino acids. 
Amino acids are the building blocks 
of protein used for myraid body func¬ 
tions to maintain health and eradicate 
disease. I am also taking some protein 


supplements to boost my intake of this 
vital nutrient. 

As soon as I began a significant 
increase in my protein intake—I now 
get 100 grams or more a day—I noticed 
an immediate improvement of my 
health. I have been on my current 
dietary regimen for several months now 
and am feeling much better. I am run¬ 
ning farther than I ever did before and 
my running injuries have disappeared. 
I sleep better and am much more even 
tempered. And I’ve lost weight. 

I’m convinced boosting my protein 
intake has helped me. But I’m not 
recommending this for everyone. You 
must determine what is best for you. 
It’s best to consult your doctor before 
significantly changing your diet. But 
you may find you could benefit from 
getting an adequate amount of high 
quality protein in your diet, especially 
if you are physically active. What that 
amount is will vary from person to per¬ 
son, depending on body mass (weight), 
lifestyle, etc. 

Peter W.R. Lemon, Ph.D., in the arti¬ 
cle, “Influence of Dietary Protein and 
Total Energy Intake on Strength 
Improvement” in Sports Nutrition , 
Volume 2, Number 14, April 1989 
(Gaterade Sports Science Institute), 
writes: 

“Recent evidence suggests that the 
current U.S. National Research Coun¬ 
cil’s recommended dietary allowance 
for protein may be insufficient for some 
athletes. The gains in muscle strength 
and size induced by strength (weight) 
training appear to be enhanced by pro¬ 
tein intakes that exceed the current 
recommended allowances. Insufficient 


intake of food energy can increase pro¬ 
tein requirements. Therefore, dieting 
may decrease the effectiveness of 
strength programs for individuals con¬ 
suming what otherwise would be ade¬ 
quate dietary protein.” 

Lemon also states that “...recent data 
obtained using ne\y experimental tech¬ 
niques indicate that dietary pro¬ 
tein/amino acid needs may in fact be 
increased by regular exercise train ing. 
Increased protein need with exercise 
could occur directly, as a result of 
changes in amino acid metabolism, or 
indirectly, as a result of insufficient 
energy intake.” 

For technical reasons, the author 
states, the protein recommended 
dietary allowance (RDA) of 0.8 grams 
of protein per kilogram of body weight 
per day for adults “is only an approx¬ 
imation and is based on data from rela¬ 
tively sedentary individuals.” 

“Fifteen years ago, researchers 
demonstrated that a protein intake of 
125 percent of the RDA was sufficient 
to meet the needs of sedentary sub¬ 
jects. However, despite adequate total 
energy intake, this amount of protein 
was insufficient when these individuals 
began an endurance (cycling) training 
program.” 

While studies continue on protein 
requirements for athletes and other 
individuals and the debate continues, 
Lemon recommends that athletes 
undergoing strength training to 
increase muscle size and weight may 
benefit; by consuming 150 to 250 per¬ 
cent of the RDA or about 1.2 to 2.0 
grams per kilogram of body weight per 
day. Note that we are talking about

Hunting to Survive 

„ „ _ Bone up now for the time when survival hunting

is no longer a pleasant diversion on a perfect weekend . . . 



T HE tremendous cow moose step¬ 
ped out from the spruce thicket 
into the tote road that my hunting 
partner, Pete, and I were crouched along 
the side of. We had seen the beasts mov¬ 
ing through the dense understory and 
had taken up position behind a small 
fir about 25 yards downwind from 
them. We knew there were at least two 
moose, but were unable to tell if one 
was a bull, because of the extremely 
limited visibility. 

Rite, an expert marksman and sound 
all-around outdoorsman, drew a bead 
on the big cow astride the road and 
paused, waiting to see if a bull stepped 
out behind her. His Ruger No. 1, cham¬ 
bered in .270 Winchester, was rock 
steady as the crosshairs of his scope 
found the mark. I was directly behind 
him. 

“Hold on,” I whispered softly. “Wait 
for the other one.” 

A moment later the other one ap¬ 
peared. A slightly smaller cow. 
“Take her,” I whispered. 

Pete’s .270 spoke with authority and 
the unseen round sped towards its tar¬ 
get, a spot right between the giant 
moose’s eyes. It impacted precisely 
where Pete had directed it. And bounc¬ 
ed right off her sloped forehead. 

To say that we were surprised at this 
annoying turn of events would cer¬ 
tainly be an understatement. We had 
both seen a chunk of fur and some bone 
fragments fly off her grazed head, but 
it was clear the round did not pene¬ 
trate more than a couple of millimeters, 
since the critter was still standing in 
front of us. 

She and the other cow wheeled and 
bolted back into the thicket from 
whence they came. I managed to get 
off one poorly placed shot at the flee¬ 
ing moose, but the round flew high 
and found nothing but air. 

We stood in stunned silence for a few 
minutes before either of us spoke. 
Neither of us had ever seen anything 
like that, in our combined 45 years of 
hunting. 

P&te spoke first, “I don’t believe that! 


I nailed her right between the runnin’ 
lights!” 

“The round bounced clean off ’er. 
Let’s see if we can cut some sign,” I 
replied, and we both cautiously moved 
into the thicket. No need to pursue her 
at close quarters. A wounded moose 


is not the creature of choice to get up 
close and personal with in situations 
such as these. Their broad, slashing 
hooves and impressive size have sent 
many a woodsmen to his grave. 

We spent the next 90 minutes search¬ 
ing for sign, finding only a few spots

of dark blood among the widely-placed 
prints in the soft earth. For more than 


a mile we trailed her until finally the 

blood disappeared altogether. It was 
painfully clear to us that she was barely 
scratched and had no intention of slow¬ 
ing down. Incredible but true. A quirk 


Not five minutes after we dejectedly 

clambered back into Pete’s venerable 
LandCruiser we spotted another huge 
cow feeding in a bog. Pete chambered 
a round and scampered along the side 


of a knoll to get into firing position. 
As the gargantuan animal lifted its 
head from the murky mire, Pete let 
’er fly, the round catching the cow 
just behind and below the right ear. 
She went down like an Iraqi bridge. 

We would have that tender meat in 
the freezer after all. Five-hundred 
pounds of it, to be exact. 

That memorable excursion in the 
pristine mountains of western Maine, 
near the village of Rangeley, taught 
me an important lesson in survival 
hunting: Expect the unexpected, even 
the seemingly impossible. And don’t 
get “down in the mouth” because some¬ 
thing didn’t go as planned. Press on! 
Your luck will change. It’s just that 
you have to make it change. 

Be An Animal — That’s right. Be an 
animal! After all, you are one. Man 
has been hunting for survival for eons, 
literally. Sure, he was a bit hairier 
and somewhat more attuned to his en¬ 
vironment when he was what anthro¬ 
pologists call Cro-Magnon or Neander¬ 
thal. He had to be in order to make 
it. But that doesn’t mean you can’t 
be just as adept a survivor as your 
forebearers. 

You’ve got what it takes to be an 
efficient survival hunter. You were 
born with it, “it” being survival in¬ 
stinct. We all were. What you have to 
do, though, since man has become a 
creature who is what a buddy of mine 
calls a “slave to comfort,” is relearn 
what modern man has lost. 

So how do we go about this re¬ 
education? A number of ways, the most 
effective of which is hands-on training. 
In other words first-hand experience. 
Hook-up with someone whose exper¬ 
tise in the art of survival hunting is 
known to you. Every time he — or she 
— steps into the wilds to hunt, you be 
right behind them. Ask questions. But 
not when your mentor is about to dis¬ 
patch the grizzly they have been track¬ 
ing for seven hours and is now mere 
yards away from. Wait for a more ad¬ 
vantageous time. 

Read. Read everything you can get 
your hands on pertaining to hunting. 
And don’t just stick with the more 
modern books, either. The works of old 
are often intriguing and exceptionally 
well-written. A few of my favorites are 
Osborne Russell’s Journal of a Trap¬ 
per , Wm. O. Pruitt, Jr.’s Wild Harmony- 
Animals of the North , Stalking in the 

Himalayas and Northern India , by Lt. 
Col. C.H. Stockley, and David Atten¬ 
borough’s The Living Planet. Not

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Types, Uses:

yy OPE fulfills a wide variety of pur- 
.fV poses, both industrial and recrea¬ 
tional, and importantly this simple 
everyday implement also provides a 
versatile survival tool to persons skilled 
in its use. 

For example, in many disaster and 
rescue situations, sometimes under the 
worst weather conditions, it frequently 
is some form of rope harness or safety 
line that makes the saving of some¬ 
one’s life possible. 

Knowing how to apply rope to cross¬ 
country travel also makes it possible 
to tackle extremely difficult if not dan¬ 
gerous terrain obstacles. 

Thus, learning the composition and 
behavior of cordage as well as correct 
knot tying, should be an important 
aspect of family survival education. 

On both land and sea there is a seem¬ 
ingly endless list of usage where rope 
achieves its value as a tool. A person’s 
proficiency in knot tying, splicing, 
weaving and coiling separates the sea¬ 
soned ropeman from a rank novice. The 
only way to acquire the skilled use of 
cordage is with constant practice and 
practical everyday experience. There¬ 
fore, to begin a deeper look into this 
subject, we will keep all applications 
and physical conditions, particularly 
a wet environment, in mind when des¬ 
cribing knots and different aspects of 
rope in general. 

Essentially cordage comes manufac¬ 
tured in either wound or woven Sam¬ 
son line. These two basic types of line

are constructed from both organic and 
Space Age materials. For any consi¬ 
dered purpose, all possess varying 
merits and weaknesses. Organic ropes, 
for example, include cotton and manila 
varieties; and nylon, polyester, poly¬ 
propylene and polyethylene compose 
synthetics. As a last resort during a 
survival emergency it’s relatively sim¬ 
ple to form a line of variable strength 
from woodland or grassland plant 
fibers. 

The secret of rope strength lies 
within its stretch and shock absorbency 
capabilities. It’s these factors that ren¬ 
der it important to wisely choose the 
correct line for a specific job in mind. 
In simple terms, it would be near cer¬ 
tain suicide for a mountain climber to 
select cotton rope rather than time 
proven nylon line. 

Now that we have discussed the basic 
materials utilized in rope manufactur-

ing, let us quickly look at the various 
strengths and weaknesses in organic 
and synthetic lines. 

Cotton rope provides the best cordage 
for use with horses and pack animals 
because it offers adequate strength for 
the purpose and in general doesn’t 
cause rope burn if the animal becomes 
ensnared. However, the glaring draw¬ 
back to cotton is its limited strength, 
a tendency to fray, plus a very short 
lived durability. Under no circum¬ 
stances should a person trust this 
kind of rope during a life threatening 
situation. 

Manila rope is made from an Asian 
hemp plant called jute, which contains 
strong fibers that become the manufac¬ 
turing ingredient of the strongest avail¬ 
able organic cordage. It was manila 
which made up the mast and sail rig¬ 
ging of ships during the age of sail, 
and this line still is respected as qual¬ 
ity rope. With proper block and tackle 
it works efficiently with minimal fric¬ 
tion. While a good supply of manila 
rope may be desirable, this kind of 
cordage is subject to organic deteri¬ 
oration, thus requiring careful main¬ 
tenance to preserve its strength and 
durability. 

Now we cover synthetic cordage, the 
by-product of petroleum and chemical 
plastics. Nylon offers excellent tensile 
strength, elasticity, and optimum dura¬ 
bility. This high performance plastic 
possesses a strength ratio of 3 or 4 to 
1 over manila rope. What makes nylon 

so desirable is its tremendous shock 

absorption capabilities, resistance to 
fraying and rot, heat and acid, plus 
its almost total reliability as an emer¬ 
gency survival rope. Mountaineering 


ropes, for example, are woven from its 
incredibly strong synthetic. 

As a second choice, polyester offers 
a good quality rope. However, this line 
should be considered only as a tem¬ 
porary alternative to nylon. Its primary 
attributes feature tensile strength close 
to that of nylon, but half the elasticity. 
Importantly, both polyester and nylon 
retain nearly their entire tensile 
strength when wet. 

Finally, only as a last resort should 
a person consider polypropylene or 
polyethylene rope. While this line does 
float and offers twice the strength of 
manila, it frays easily and is stretch 
resistant which results in poor shock 
absorption capabilities. This synthetic 
also deteriorates rapidly in sunlight.

Then, the least desirable characteris¬ 
tic of this type of rope is that knots 
slip and untie easily, a bad property 
when considering a rope for emergency 
survival use. 

Fiber Rope — So far we’ve listed ropes 
which are available commercially, but 
what do you do during an on-the-spot 
emergency when that badly needed 
cordage isn’t available? Fortunately, 
unless the terrain scenario features a 
bare desert, the world’s plant kingdom 
provides the answer. Fibers composes 
the basic ingredient for rope construc¬ 
tion, and three examples of natural cord 
making materials include tree bark, 
vines, and grasses. 

Fibers can be twisted clockwise into 
yarns, which in turn are twisted in 
reverse, counterclockwise, to make 
plies. Then three plies once again are 
wrapped clockwise to finally become 
a finished rope of variable strength. 
Indeed, it’s this clockwise, counter¬ 
clockwise, and clockwise prcedure that 
creates the inherent strength of cord¬ 


age. In fact, the practical applications 
of primitive rope work can be seen in 
the jungle cultures of Asia and South 
America where people lash together 
homes, bridges, boats, and tools. 

Once you purchase an expensive coil 
of rope it’s necessary to handle it so 
the line is properly maintained and 
always ready to use. At the same time 
a patient attitude when working with 
a long cable will help prevent a time 
consuming snarl problem. Like any tool 
requiring skilled use there are correct 
disciplines to ropemanship competence. 

The way rope naturally coils is in 
a right-laid or clockwise manner. In 
fact a line should always be coiled 
in a clockwise and circular spiral of 
loops, called bights., which in turn lay 
slightly off set and on top of the last 
laid loop. The end result should be a 
neatly coiled rope which will unravel 
or toss toward a desired goal without 
snarling. Both the tail and lead ends 
should be tied off with a clove hitch 
or other knot which securely bonds the 
coil, yet simply unties in an emergency. 

Four important mistakes should be 
avoided with a rope meant for survival 
purposes. 

First and crucially, never reuse a rope 
which receives a severe shock or stress 
to its strength. For instance, moun¬ 
taineers do not trust a climbing rope 
once it absorbs the dead-weight impact 
of a falling climber. It’s preferable to 
buy another rope than risk your life. 

Second, don’t coil a line in a coun¬ 
terclockwise direction because this 
immediately causes the line to kink, 
a problem difficult to correct once it 
starts. 

Third, it’s an absolute mistake to coil

a rope around the elbow and shoulder 
as is commonly seen among the inex¬ 
perienced. 

Finally, don’t pull new line from a 
spool which lies on end; the spool 
should be mounted horizontally so the 
cordage rolls out in a flat manner. In 
the last three situations these com¬ 
mon mistakes remain responsible for 
the majority of snarl problems. 

In simple terms, when an emergency 
arises and someone’s life is on the 
line there isn’t time to play around with 
a clumsily put together coil. Seamen, 
military and police personnel, moun¬ 
taineers, and just about anyone with 
experience know how to coil and bind 
rope correctly. Also, a valued rope must 
be stored and preserved against the 
elements when not in use. It’s best to 
hang a coil off the ground in a cool 
dry place out of the sun. 

Knots — Now we come to an interest¬ 
ing subject in itself: knots and why to 
use a particular cinch or hitch for a 
specific purpose. All people should 
know how to tie as second nature the 
bowline, sheet bend, clove hitch, dou¬ 
ble becket hitch, and the carrick bend. 
These first class knots prove their relia¬ 
ble strength plus easy handling in wet 
or freezing weather conditions. How¬ 
ever, in their proper place justice must 
also he given to the square knot, two- 
half hitch, timber hitch, and the square,

diagonal, and shear lashings. Before 
going further into knot tying it’s cru¬ 
cial to say that the weakest spot in 
any rope will be where a knot is tied. 

The reliable bowline is among the 
strongest and most trustworthy cinches 
possible. Its primary use is in forming 
a temporary loop in a rope end and 
importantly the knot won’t slip yet eas¬ 
ily unties when wet or frozen. This is 
a general rule though and a cover sin¬ 
gle hitch should be added to prevent 
accidental slippage when the bowline 
is used as a personal safety line. 

The sheet bend proves valuable as a 
general purpose knot, utilized for many 
situations when two ropes need to be 
temporarily connected. However, the 
knot isn’t too secure when used with 
two different diameter lines in wet, 
freezing conditions. A good example of 
the sheet bend in use is in commercial 
fishing where tackle and groundline 
are laid for miles connected in a con¬ 
tinuous chain. Importantly the sheet 
bend is quickly handled when wet or 
frozen, and it also withstands tremen¬ 
dous pressure from industrial equip¬ 
ment and weight. 

Similar to the sheet bend the double 
becket hitch is utilized primarily when 
attaching one line to a bight or loop 
in another rope. This superb knot 
results in great strength because of its 
extra loop turn. It never slips when 
wet or frozen under load, yet easily 
unties. 

The simple tied clove hitch provides 
a wonderful cinch when used to moor 
a boat, or tie a safety line to shore. 
It characteristically loosens a bit when 
not under pressure, but binds down 
tight when force is applied against the 
knot. Easily handled when wet, the 
clove hitch also is applied in tent pitch¬ 
ing and is an integral step to all lash¬ 
ing jobs. 

Then, the carrick bend finishes this 
listing of knots to use in wet environ¬ 
ments. This incredibly strong cinch is 
the best possible knot for tying together 
a tow line. Ships at sea use the carrick 
bend for towing or tying together two 
mooring ropes. A person can almost 
bet that a weak spot in the rope will 
break before this bend gives. 

As described, the primary attributes 
to all these first rate knots are their 
inherent reliability and great strength 
under stress, plus the fact that these 
cinches do not jam under wet environ¬ 
mental conditions. 


In contrast, there are a number of 
knots, for example the reef knot, which 
will positively jam when wet, thus ren¬ 
dering it necessary to cut a valuable 
and expensive rope. This isn’t to say 
these knots haven’t value elsewhere, 
but they shouldn’t be applied during 
an emergency under wet conditions. 

In concluding this description of 
knots it remains valuable to learn a 
few hitches and lashes which become 
useful in woodland work or camping 
situations. The simple two half hitch 
offers a simple cinch that hunters and

hikers utilize to temporarily suspend 
game and equipment. A timber hitch 
possesses the strength necessary to 
drag heavy timber, while it also is 
quickly released when working con¬ 
ditions demand instant action. Finally, 
the square, diagonal, and shear lash¬ 
ings provide the means to securely 
fasten together rafts, shelter, heavy 
utility tripods, the terminal anchor 
work to a rope bridge, and numerous 
other applications. 

As we can see, rope is an extre¬ 
mely versatile survival tool; however, 
the subject only begins to deepen at 
this point and can’t be covered further 
in this article. Book stores and your 
local library offer numerous volumes 
of illustrated resource material about 
cordage in detail. At this point the real 
hands-on learning can begin after pur¬ 
chasing some quality manila or nylon 
rope. •

Grass Roots Power:

New tools to wage war against the media 

giants, big government , and the 
gun grabbers. . . 



“A popular government without popular infor¬ 
mation, or the means of acquiring it, is but 
a prologue to a farce or a tragedy, or perhaps 
both. Knowledge will forever govern ignor¬ 
ance, and a people who mean to be their own 
governors must arm themselves with the power 
which knowledge gives.” — James Madison 

O UR Founding Fathers knew the 
importance of information dis¬ 
semination. For this country to work, 
it needed an educated people — a peo¬ 
ple that could think for themselves, 
recognize the good from the bad, and 
choose wise leaders who would uphold 
the Constitution of this great land. 

Isn’t it ironic however, that we, in 
this the age of information, in this age 
of computers and instantaneous satel¬ 
lite communications, are often fed gar¬ 
bage, lies and meaningless trivia by 
those in the business of mass media. 

In the years past we were cleverly 
deceived by their subtly disguised 
images and soothing words, but now 
we are faced with the blatant cram¬ 
ming of their “politically correct” mes¬ 
sages down our throats. Public schools 
have eradicated God, the Constitution, 
and the principles of freedom from the 
classroom, and put in their place the 
religions of socialism and humanism. 

Many of us have felt helpless, frus¬ 
trated, and overwhelmed when our 
messages and ideas are trampled or 
ignored by the media giants. We have 
felt betrayed by our leaders and have 
watched as our once great nation stag¬ 
nates in the quagmire of bureaucracy 
and special interests. 

Back in the wild West days the say¬ 
ing went, “God didn’t make all men 
equal, Colonel Colt did.” Well, if 
Samuel Colt’s .45 revolver was the 
great equalizer of the West, giving the 
little guy a fighting chance against the 
bushwhackers and scoundrels of that 
era, then today’s great equalizer in our 
standoff against the media dragon is 
the humble personal computer or “PC.” 

With a personal computer and a 
device called a modem you can actu¬ 
ally have your little PC “talk” to 
other computers through the telephone 
lines. The word modem is short for 
modulator-demodulator. The modula¬ 
tor in a modem changes your com¬ 


puter’s digital signals into audio sig¬ 
nals that the telephone can transmit. 
The demodulator accepts audio signals 
coming in from the phone line and con¬ 
verts them to digital signals for the 
computer to understand. 

With a telecommunication software 
program to tell your computer how to 
dial up telephone numbers and how 
to communicate one computer to an¬ 
other, you are in the business of tele¬ 
communications. 

With the right access codes and 
passwords you could technically hook 
up to the most powerful computers in 
the world and access information stored 
in their huge data banks. 


With your own computer and a modem you can 
hook up with other personal computers all across 
the nation. 

BBS Systems — A BBS is an elec¬ 
tronic bulletin board system that can 
be accessed by anyone with a comp uter 
and a modem. Electronic mail can be 
sent to individuals who also access the 
system and messages can be posted in 
the “public message” area for all to 
read. Besides sending and receiving 
messages, a BBS can also be used to 
find helpful and entertaining software 
programs for your PC. Computer pro¬ 
grams known as “files” can be “down¬ 
loaded” or transferred from the host

BBS computer to your home computer 
via the modem. Most of these programs 
are free, while the authors of some ask 
for a small donation. 

The beauty of the computer bulletin 
board system is that any number of 
BBSes can be tied together to form a 
network. A network can consolidate 
and retransmit hundreds of thousands 
of kilobytes of messages daily — all 
with personal computers. Many cor¬ 
porations pay millions of dollars for 
mainframes, staffs, and special net¬ 
works to accomplish the same result. 

Anyone can be the owner of a bulle¬ 
tin board system. It does, however, 
require some computer savvy and the 
dedication of time and hardware to 
keep the system going. The best BBSes 
run 24 hours a day That way people 
can call up locally during the day or 
long-distance at night when telephone 
rates are lowest. While the BBS is in 
operation, the PC that runs it cannot 
be used for other tasks such as word 
processing or desktop publishing. 
That’s why most BBS owners have 
more than one computer. Also because 
the phone line can get tied up for long 
periods of time, a second phone line 
is a must. 

Why would you want to set up a 
BBS in your home? First off, most 
BBSes are run as a free service to the 
public. Don’t go into it thinking you’ll 
make money. A BBS can be an extre¬ 
mely powerful tool for educating and 
informing people concerning current 
issues, be they local or national, and 
can unite people by mobilizing them 
into a grass roots effort to bring about 
change. Public policy can be advocated 
or changed by people communicating. 
This means developing and refining 
ideas, persuading people to accept your 
views, and enlisting their support. The 
survival movement needs a tremen¬ 
dous grass roots effort if our message 
is to get out. Don’t forget — a BBS can 
be the great equalizer! 

If you only want to access a com¬ 
puter bulletin board, you’ll need four 
key pieces of equipment to plug into 
a BBS system: a computer, a commu¬ 
nications card in your computer that 
enables you to use it as a communica¬ 
tions device, a modem, and a telephone. 

Ask your computer friends for a copy 
of some “shareware” communications 
software. This software is available for 
free or you can go to a computer soft- 

ware store and buy some fairly sophis- 

ticated commercial telecommunica¬ 
tions software for less than $100. 
The program that I use is called Pro- 
comm Plus. 


Before calling up a BBS you will 
need to set the parameters and data 
transfer protocol so that your computer 
can talk to the computer on the other 
end of the phone line. This is done 
using your communications software. 
If your modem can handle a 2400 baud 


rate, set your parameters for 2400, N, 
8, 1. This will let you talk to the 
BBSes listed below. Otherwise set the 
baud rate for the fastest your modem 
will go, either 300 or 1200 baud. Xmo¬ 
dem transfer protocol is one popular 
protocol found on most systems. 
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Computer Bulletin Board Systems 


If everything works right, you should 
be able to dial up a BBS and suddenly 
see your computer monitor come to life. 
The screen will show a “welcome to 
our system” type of a message, or it 
may just ask for your first and last 
name followed by the city and state. 
If this is your first time calling a par¬ 
ticular BBS, you may have to register 
with that system by leaving your name 
and telephone number so that the sys¬ 
tem operator (SYSOP) can call you back 
to verify you. Some systems have an 
automatic call back routine that does 


can be reached by dialing Random 
Number BBS at (918) 455-3639 in 
Oklahoma or in Missouri by calling 
Reality Check at (816) 263-8443 from 
5 p.m. to 8 a.m. and 24 hours on week¬ 
ends. Two new links have been added 
recently. In Virginia call (804) 591- 
8537 and in Kansas (316) 265-1012. 

SURVNET is looking for more links 
all across the country. If you would 
like to join SURVNET as an affiliated 
BBS, download the file Survnet.zip 
and fill out the application form in¬ 
cluded in the file. A complete list of 


by having the nodes call on two nights 
and the hub call two nights. That way 
telephone expenses are shared. 

Files — When you make your way to 
the survivalist area of a SURVNET 
BBS you will find an area marked 
“files.” If you bring up the file list 
you’ll find lots of interesting stuff. 
Many of the files are actually text files 
that you can download and then read 
at your convenience (when you are off¬ 
line and the phone company isn’t bill¬ 
ing you). Other files may be actual 
computer programs. 

A recent check on the Random Num¬ 
ber BBS found a file called Fallfund.zip 
that gives fallout fundamentals; 
another named Survival.bbs contains 
a list of survival oriented BBSes; and 
yet another called Paranoid.zip ap¬ 
pears with only the description, “Ym 
tell us.” There are how-to files, files 
on shelter building, and items on fire¬ 
arms and politics. 

Communication software and even 
the software to run a BBS can be 
obtained through searching the com¬ 
munication files section of the bulletin 
board. BBS software can take a sub¬ 
stantial amount of time to download 
so you might want to contact the 
SYSOP before you make an attempt. 

The grandaddy of BBS software is 
Tbm Mack’s RBBS-PC. This is semi¬ 
public domain software (free, no dona¬ 
tion requested, but copyrighted). This 
software is probably the widest used 
for bulletin boards. PC Board BBS 
software is another popular package. 
It is sold as a commercial product cost¬ 
ing between $100 to $200 depending 
on which features you order. Call Clark 
Development Company, Inc. at (801) 
261-1686 to order PC Board. Random 
Number BBS uses Remote Access BBS 
software. Talk to SYSOP Joey Kelly for 
his recommendations. 

Don’t get discouraged if your first 
few attempts at computer telecommu¬ 
nications fail. Computers require the 
exact codes and instructions to work 
and hardware sometimes requires a lit¬ 
tle tweaking with switch positions 
before it all works correctly. Ask ^/our 
computer friends for help or ask your 
local computer dealer for assistance. 
Once your computer is plugged into 
the telephone line, you’re plugged into 
a whole new world of information not 
made available by the masters of big 
media. •

this automatically. 

Verification helps to keep the kooks, 
hackers, and other riff raff from leav¬ 
ing obscene messages or causing pro¬ 
blems to the system. 

Once you are allowed in, you will be 
presented with a number of menus. The 
menus guide you through the system 
with relative ease. You can read from 
the message files, post your own mes¬ 
sages or browse the file lists for inter¬ 
esting programs to download. Just type 
in the correct letter corresponding to 
your choice on the menu and you’ll 
have no problem navigating through 
the system. When you are done you 
usually type “L” for log off, or some¬ 
times it’s just “G” for good-bye. The 
menu will tell you which one it is. 

SURVNET — The only survival BBS 
network we know of at present is called 
SURVNET for SURVival NETwork. It 


“nodes” can be had by downloading the 
file Survnet.256. 

By the way, most programs listed in 
the file directories will have a “.zip” 
suffix. This means that the file has 
been packaged by a program called 
Pkzip that somehow shrinks it down 
so that transfer times are less. Once 
you have downloaded a zipped file you 
will need the program Pkunzip.exe to 
“unzip” the file before you can use it. 
Be sure to download Pkunzip.exe before 
you download anything else. 

BBSes are networked together by 
sharing all messages and files uploaded 
to the system. Each night when phone 
rates are the lowest a computer pro¬ 
gram will trigger the BBS “node” to 
call the “hub” BBS or vice versa. The 
computers compare each other’s mes¬ 
sages and mail and then any new mes¬ 
sages are automatically dumped into 
that computer lacking that message 
or piece of mail. This usually takes 
about two minutes. SURVNET actu¬ 
ally only updates four times a week

Handgun Versatility 

The Freedom Arms Casull with interchangeable cylinders. .. 



By Dr. George E. Dvorchak, Jr. 

T HE concept of using a different 
cartridge of the same caliber in 
a particular handgun is not a new one. 
Two common interchangeables are the 
.38 Special cartridge fired in a .357 
Magnum or a .44 Special fired from 
a .44 Magnum. This practice is popu¬ 
lar for various reasons such as in an 
effort to fire a less expensive cartridge 
in a Magnum or firing one that does 
not recoil as much. I know a police 
officer who hunts with the Colt Python 
in .357 Magnum but when on duty, due 
to regulations, carries .38 Specials. For 
whatever the reason, interchangeabil¬ 
ity of cartridges of the same caliber 
is a desirable feature, especially when 
hunting or concerned about survival 
and versatility. 

Freedom Arms, manufacturer of the 
world’s most powerful and best built 
production revolver, the .454 Casull, 
has taken the concept of interchange- 
ability a step beyond simplty chang¬ 
ing cartriges within one cylinder and 
therefore today, manufactures two addi¬ 
tional ones for this revolver. 

As many of you are aware who have 
fired the .454, it is quite a handful of 
handgun and not meant for every 
handgunner or situation when a hand¬ 
gun is practical. From the factory, 
ammunition is available in 240, 260 
and 300 grains. For target, a medium 
velocity loading in 240 grains is a 
fourth option. 

No matter how you cut it, the ammo 
is expensive but due to Freedom’s 
bullet, will hold up to high velocities 
and pressures that make the .454 
Casull round the most powerful com¬ 
mercial revolver cartridge of all time. 
Due to cost, practice with this single 
action revolver could suffer. This is 
why many owners of this premium 
handgun who especially do not hand¬ 
load do a lot of practice with the 
shorter .45 Colt ammo in the longer 
.454 cylinder. 

Firing .44 Specials in the .44 Mag¬ 
num cylinder is the same principal 


that carries with it the same problem 
of debris build up in the longer cyl¬ 
inder. This problem in the Casull is 
further magnified due to the extremely 
close tolerances adhered to when manu¬ 
facturing the .454 cylinder. 

Wayne Baker, the President of Free¬ 
dom Arms and his marketing director, 
Randy Smith, both stressed to me the 
importance of thoroughly cleaning the 
.454 cylinder after .45 Colts were fired 
in it and before .454s would again be 
used. If not and some debris are left 
in the cylinder, when the other car¬ 
tridge is fired, its bullet and cartridge 
could then grind into the cylinder’s 
metal to the point that it can ruin the 
cylinder. For this reason, Freedom 
Arms has had available a special fac¬ 
tory fitted cylinder especially for the 
“other” cartridge. This allows the 
necessary practice with the “big gun” 
but with the low recoiling and much 
less expensive .45 Colt round. Unlike 
the .454 Casull ammo, that in .45 Colt 
is available in most sporting goods 
stores and if you are not a handloader,

then CCI’s less expensive non-reload- 
able Blazer Ammo is what you are look¬ 
ing for. With one hundred rounds of 
CCI Blazers available, accuracy test¬ 
ing and chronographing these rounds 
to compare with the .454 was in order. 

With the .45 Colt cylinder in place, 
I fired 10 rounds through an Oehler 
35-P chronograph at a 25 yard target. 
With the .454 Casull zeroed in for one 
inch high at 25 yards with Freedom 
Arms 260 grain ammo, the 255 grain 
Lead CCI Blazers printed two inches 
low. The mean muzzle velocity for this 
round out of the 7 l /2 inch barrel was 
about 800 fps. 

The Freedom Arms 260 grain bullet 
was clocked at 1000 feet FASTER or 
at 1800 fps. There was quite a differ¬ 
ence in velocity but with the point of

CODE RED Batteries 


Staff Evaluation 

J N the August 1991 issue of ASG 
we performed a test using CODE 
RED batteries we had obtained from 
a number of our advertisers and some 
from our own private stash. The flash¬ 
light we used in the test was a generic 
plastic model requiring two “D” size 
batteries. We gave no thought concern¬ 
ing the flashlight, the bulb inside the 
flashlight, or the switch that turned 
it on and off. With normal batteries 
it worked and that’s all that mattered. 

Unfortunately the CODE RED bat¬ 
teries just didn’t seem to work in that 
flashlight. In a previous test we did 
using military style anglehead flash¬ 
lights (March ’89) we found that the 
CODE REDs worked adequately when 
compared with alkaline and other 
heavy duty batteries, but in August, 
the batteries just seemed to die within 
a half an hour. 

If you’re not familiar with CODE 
RED batteries, they are designed for 
an estimated 20 years of storage. This 
has been determined through the Ar¬ 
rhenius testing procedure, which uses 
elevated temperatures to simulate the 
passage of time. When the battery top 
is twisted one full turn in either dir¬ 
ection a barrier inside the battery is 
sheared off and a liquid made up of 
zinc chloride, ammonium chloride and 
water is released into a solid made up 
of mainly carbon and manganese diox¬ 
ide. By the time you activate and in¬ 
sert them in your flashlight, the 
CODE REDs are ready for action. 

With the help of Allan Mayer, Vice 
President of Marketing and Sales, of 
the Energetics Corporation, we found 
the problem concerning the August 
test. The flashlight used in that test 
had a krypton bulb. Some krypton 
bulbs are notorious for their bright 
beams but they also draw a lot of cur¬ 
rent and tend to kill batteries pretty 
fast. In fact, a law enforcement friend 
at this year’s Soldier of Fortune Con¬ 
vention recommended only using re¬ 
chargeable batteries with krypton 
bulbs. He said that even alkaline bat¬ 
teries wear out too fast with krypton 
bulbs and that a few sets of recharge-

ables is the way to go. 

When we obtained the batteries for 
the August test, they were individu¬ 
ally wrapped in plastic and the wrap¬ 
pers made no mention of the krypton 
bulb problem. However, when we were 
supplied with a new batch ofbatteri.es 
for this latest test we noted that on 
each two-cell box, besides the instruc¬ 
tions for activating these batteries, 
there was included the following warn¬ 
ing: For flashlights, best if used with 
a low-drain bulb — PR2 or equivalent. 

And so with this understanding, our 
latest comparison was not CODE 
RED verses alkaline or any other 
battery — it was the recommended

PR 2 bulb verses krypton and a num¬ 
ber of other bulbs — all flashlights 
in this test included brand-new CODE 
RED batteries. 

The results were quite dramatic and 
provide some insight about our appre¬ 
hensions during the August test. 

In the first few photos you’ll see that 
the flashlight on the left had the PR-2 
bulb. It started out the brightest and 
stayed the brightest throughout the 
whole test. In fact, the CODE RED bat¬ 
teries teamed up with PR-2 bulbs per¬ 


form just as brightly as other non- 
alkaline batteries. Longevity tests have 
proven that the CODE REDs plus 
PR-2s have a staying power of about 
four to six hours before they are too 
weak for serious use. 

The next bulb in our test using two- 
celled flashlights was a PR-6 in a typi¬ 
cal military anglehead flashlight. This 
combination provided a good strong 
beam also, but slightly less intense 
than the PR-2 bulb. 

The krypton results were a repeat 
of August’s test. At the very beginning 
the beam produced was about one 
fourth the brightness of the other two 
flashlights — almost like a PR-2 with 
batteries already three hours old. Only 
15 minutes later the beam looked like 
it was on its last leg and then at 30 
minutes it was dead. Any wonder why 
we were worried in August? 

We also tested the CODE REDs in 
a 3-cell MagLite (bulb only identified 
as 3 cell) and with a 4-cell Tru-Grit 
flashlight (PR-13 bulb). Both produced 
bright beams, especially the 4-cell 
Tru-Grit. 

It was unfortunate that the generic 
plastic flashlight that we used last 
August to test various CODE RED bat¬ 
teries contained a krypton bulb. CODE 



The only alkaline batteries used in this test were 
tried in the 2-cell flashlight on the left with a 
krypton bulb. Two CODE RED batteries are used 
in the flashlight on the right with a recommended 
PR-2 bulb. 

RED batteries have been around for 
a number of years and this was the 
first time any mention of bulb recom¬ 
mendations had been brought to our 
attention. These are the only long 
term storage batteries on the market, 
and as long as you keep them away 
from some krypton bulbs, they’ll do 
just fine.

impact for the slower round about 
where its big brother settled in at 25 
yards. With the farther ranges, this gap 
will substantially widen but for 25 yard 
practice or survival small game hunt¬ 
ing, aim two inches high and you are 
on the mark. This is important since 


what good is interchangeability if when 
the slower round is used, the sights 
are drastically off. 

This was obviously a start in low 
cost practice but there was more to 
come in 1991. It was this year that 


Freedom Arms offered a second cyl¬ 
inder option but in .45 ACP for the 
same reasons as they offered the first 
for the .45 Colt. In my way of thinking, 
this was a better extra cylinder to own 
since the ACP cartridge was less expen¬ 
sive and when recoil was considered, 
produced even less. It was also a car¬ 
tridge that was extremely popular and 
one that all major ammo manufac¬ 
turers offered ammo. 

CCI again offered four types of 
throw-away Blazer ammo and one, a 
200 grain in their more expensive 
Lawman “reloadable case” ammos. For 
the evaluation of the .45 ACP cylinder, 
of which I had one of the first three 
manufactured, I used 100 rounds of CCI 
Lawman 200 grain JHP ammo and 
another 300 rounds of the less expen¬ 
sive Blazers in three types. 

Again firing through the chrono¬ 
graph, 10 rounds of the 200 grain 
JHP Lawman ammo gave a mean MV 
of 1018 fps while producing a 25 yard 
five shot group measuring IV 2 inches. 
Next, it was time to fire the 200 grain 
JHP Blazers. They produced a five shot 
25 yard group that measured under one 
inch for four shots and 1 l A inches for 
five. Its MV was 1054 fps. 

The next 200 grain Blazer ammo was 
the TMJ Combat Match that turned 
in a MV of around 1,000 fps and 
grouped a little over two inches. The 
last ACP ammo used was the 230 grain 
TMJ that produced a MV of 905 fps 
and group again a little over two inches 
but only about one inch under that 
produced by the full house .454 260 
grain round. All of the other .45 ACP 
ammos averaged about two indies 
lower but consistent with where the 
.45 Colt ammo printed. 

In summary, the two extra cylinders 
give the .454 much more versatility 
with the biggest advantage in my opin¬ 
ion being inexpensive practice with the 
.45 ACP ammos. These are available 
and excellent for defense, small game 
or varmints. With the extra cylinders, 
it is as if having three highly accurate 
handguns for a little over the price of 
one. 

When considering accuracy, the 
Casull with equal or surpass most any 
semiauto 45 ACP or in the .454, about 
anything that is marketed in a revolver 
today.

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Dangerous Canines: 


Dog Attacks 

‘Dog attacks account for more serious and fatal 
injuries to humans than any wild animal’. . .

This K-9 Shepherd had $6,000 worth of training in 
Germany and is given weekly refresher training 
by his policeman owner. 


ECENTLY, a postman in Los 
Angeles was arrested for using 
a .22 pistol to terminate a German 
Shepherd mongrel that had run out 
of a house he was approaching. 

He was charged with felony firearms 
concealment, reckless discharge of a 
firearm in city limits, and cruelty to 
animals. 

Of course, all the liberal media, 
animal rights activists, and pet lovers 
jumped into the fray, until the two- 
year-old, mixed breed ended up, at 


postal service (and stamp buyers’) 
expense, buried in a casket with a $685 
funeral in a Calabasas pet cemetery. 

Needless to say, in all the hoopla some 
issues were not mentioned, issues like 
why the dog was not in the house, 
behind a fence, or on a leash, issues 
like why the Postal Service issues only 
an oil of pepper spray canister for dog 
protection, and how much protection 
mail carriers can expect from their 
supervisors when it comes to job 
hazards. 




The usual aerosol dog repellent con¬ 
tains capsaicin, a derivative of oleore- 
sin of capsicum, a pepper-based com¬ 
pound. It must be sprayed into the 
face and eyes of an attacking dog for 
best effect, and its effective range is 
only about 10 feet. The chemicals used 
in Chemical MACE and other “people 
repellents,” CN and CS, do not work 
on dogs. The oil of pepper sprays work 
fairly well if there is time for good 
aim, although some trainers say they 
will create an enemy for life of the dog 
on which they’re used. Also, they can 
run out like any other canister. A mail 
carrier working in an area of aban¬ 
doned houses, where packs of stray 
dogs are common, says he goes through 
10 canisters of “mutt mace” every day 
In spite of the efforts of humane soci¬ 
eties and organizations promoting zero 
population growth for dogs and cats, 
the truth is that uncontrolled canines

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are more common than ever. Dog at¬ 
tacks account for more serious and fatal 
injuries to humans than any wild ani¬ 
mal. More and more city people are 
acquiring dogs as “companions” or 
“protectors” with no conception of how 
to discipline or train them. 

When dogs are left to themselves 
they tend to band together in packs, 
chasing cars, other animals or people. 
In this behavior they resemble wolves, 
without the wolfs natural fear of 
humans. 

In rural or semi-rural areas it is 
fairly common for dogs to be left out at 
night, with predictable consequences. 
One of my earliest memories from my 
Missouri boyhood is of a state trooper 
bringing our terrier’s collar to the door 
one night, explaining to my father that 
Snooky had been shot by a farmer for 
running with a pack that was attack¬ 
ing his sheep. There was no California- 
style talk of lawsuits, since the farmer’s 
actions were no different from what 
any r easonable rural person would do. 

In contrast, there appears to be a sub¬ 
stantial part of the California popu¬ 
lation that believes “dogs are human.” 

This sort of anthropomorphism 
should not be a surprise when one con¬ 
siders that so many city folks get their 
ideas about animals from Disney or 
movies like The Bear , which showed 
an adult male grizzly protecting a cub, 
when, in fact, its natural instinct 
would be to eat it (the moviemakers 
spent a great deal of training time 
preventing just that). 

Now, as of January 1, 1990, the 
California Legislature even passed a 
new law forbidding using “animals 
commonly kept as pets” for food (Sec. 
598(b)PC). Aside from showing a myo¬ 
pic view of the history of animal domes¬ 
tication, it also showed a subtle anti- 
Asian bias, the group most practical 
in its use of available protein. Some 
readers will remember a few years ago 
when Indochina refugees were vilified 
for using grocery store rat traps to catch 
squirrels in Golden Gate Park for food, 
which sounded to me like a practical 
adaptation of an impoverished guer¬ 
rilla to a foreign society. Be that as 
it may, the current law does appear 
to be in the tradition of the “cubic air 
space” laws passed in San Francisco 
during the 19th Century (briefly, these 
were designed to put Chinese, who lived 
10 to a room, into jail where they were 
shorn of their queues and subjected to 
other indignities). 

Small animals, which use less food, 
form the bulk of animal protein in 
many societies, where cows or horses 


were luxuries for only the very rich. 
As just one example, the “Mexican 
hairless” dog was raised specifically 
for food by pre-Columbian Indians. 

Basically, the current American 
“liberal” view, which separates pets 
from livestock, is a descendant of the 
19th Century English protest against 
aristocratic bloodsports like pitbull 
fighting and fox hunts. In the long view, 
primitive man domesticated the dog 
for three reasons: to hunt, to guard, 
and to serve as food. It was only in 
comparatively recent times that “civi¬ 
lized” man kept dogs exclusively as 
pets. Even Julius Caesar, upon seeing 
Roman matrons doting on pet dogs, 
remarked, “Where are their children?” 

Aside from the danger of rabies, 
large dogs have an inherent power as 
lethal weapons. A Pitbull Jbrrier, for 
instance, has 2,000 pounds of biting 
force, compared with about 700 for a 
Shepherd or Doberman. 

In Los Angeles the latest incident 
was that of a 70-year-old woman killed 
by a pair of Pitbulls. Unlike a gun 
kept for self defense, dogs have minds 
of their own, and can, without pro¬ 
per breeding and training, become 
dangerous. 

Some years ago, in Oregon, a woman 
bought a pair of Dobermans to protect 
her orchards from thieves. The dogs 
were mean and untrained. One day she 
ordered a load of hardwood. 

The 16-year-old delivery boy called 
her to make sure she had the dogs 
caged up, but when he got there the 


Probably the most effective weapon against less- 
than-lethal dog attacks is the common stick. 
Detectives who occasionally have to deal with 
dogs will sometimes carry handy telescoping 
batons like this one made by Prof. Ni in Taiwan. 

Dobies broke their dime-store chains 
and came after him. He drew the Colt 
.38 Super he carried in the truck and 
shot them both three or four times, 
which made them dead. He notified 
the Sheriff, who told animal control 
where to pick up the carcasses, and 
informed the owner the dogs were dead. 
As far as the Sheriff was concerned, 
the case was closed. Of course, that 
war rural Oregon a couple decades 
ago, where common sense was in great¬ 
er supply than among law school 
graduates. 

Certain breeds like the Shepherd, 
Doberman, and Rottweiler are bred and 
trained for defensive purposes. The mili¬ 
tary uses Shepherds and certain other 
breeds extensively as patrol and sen¬ 
try dogs. The sentry dogs are usually 
one-owner, and can be dangerous even 
to that person. For instance, one dog 
handler I knew at a Maximum Secu¬ 
rity Area in Korea had his arm broken 
by his own dog. The dog handlers 
carried .45s primarily for use as one- 
hand weapons against intruders, but 
they could also provide defense against 
an unexpected attack from his own dog 
if there was time to chamber a round. 

At one time the Army donated some 
Shepherds for retraining to a large 
Eastern police department. Unfor¬ 
tunately, some of these were sentry

dogs, not the milder point/patrol dogs. 
A policeman trying to restrain one of 
these dog’s wild behavior pulled on its 
choke chain, whereupon the dog turned 
on him, ripped off his badge and most 
of his shirt in its teeth. At this the 
patrolman said, “Good dog. Heel!” 
When the dog came around he plugged 
it with his issue .38. 

Another policeman in a different city 
ran into a similar problem when his 
donated Doberman took over his patrol 
car. The car had no cage, and when 
the officer got out to handle a call, the 
dog went from back seat to front, bark¬ 
ing and bearing its teeth when the 
officer tried to get in. The patrolman 
went info a fast food restaurant and 
called his sergeant. He explained the 
problem and asked the sergeant to send 
animal control. The sergeant said, 
“What? I don’t have time for that. I 
want you in my office in 15 minutes. 

No-policeman lets a dog take over 

his car. Now solve the problem and get 
in here!” By this time a crowd had 
gathered. He went up to the driver’s 
side window and taped on the glass. 
The Dobie jumped at the window:” 
Woof! Woof! Woof! Bang! Bang! Bang! 
The patrolman then reholstered his 
revolver, pushed aside the broken glass 
and dead K-9, and drove to the station. 
I believe he did some days off, but his 
supervisor had certainly given him 
poor instructions. 

Dealing With Dangerous Dogs — 

The military, likewise, is realistic about 
enemy sentry dogs. In Vietnam Navy 
SEAL teams sent out a requirement 
for a silenced pistol that would take 
out sentry mutts in Viet Cong villages 
before an assault or bodysnatch. The 
standard model became the 9mm 
Smith & Wesson Model 39 with “Hush 
Puppy” suppressor and 147-grain sub¬ 
sonic hollow point ammo. 

For civilian use, of course, especially 
in cities, firearms should be a last 
resort, for defense against dogs. For 
instance, once I had to make an un¬ 
scheduled stop in a small town in Ari¬ 
zona. There was no restaurant in the 
motel, so I took a walk to a nearby 
diner. I put an S&W snubbie .22 kit 
gun in my jacket pocket just in case. 
Suddenly, as I walked down the dark 
street, past an empty lot, a pack of 
about eight dogs ran at me barking. 
I picked up a couple empty cans from 
the gutter and threw them at the pack. 


The cans landed on the street with a 
clatter, causing the pack to run away. 
I was still glad to have the .22 in 
reserve. 

Next to firearms, edged weapons are 
the best lethal defense against dogs. 
Obviously, those that provide distance 
like bows or spear are safest, but the 
edged weapon most likely to be avail¬ 
able when attacked is the knife. The 
technique should be a thrust to neck 
or heart. Blades with good thrusting 
blades and a belly, like the Randall 
01 fighting knife with 6- to 8-inch 
blade, would work well, though a fold¬ 
ing hunter may be all that is avail¬ 
able. It is highly probably in this 
scenario that the defender will al¬ 
ready be bitten. In the 18th Century 
gentlemen used their smallswords for 
this sort of defense, but that might 
be a bit conspicuous in American cities 
today. 

For walkers and joggers there is now 
available a commercial oil-of-pepper 
spray called Race. Like “people Mace” 
this device has a certain failure rate 
due to such factors as distance, wind, 
pressure, movement by the target, etc. 

Probably the most effective weapon 
against less than lethal dog attacks 
is the common stick. This weapon 
predated the domestication of the dog, 
and my guess is that that explains 
why the vast majority of dogs show an 
almost instinctive respect for the sight 
of one.

Dog trainers traditionally use a short 
stick applied to the side of the muzzle 
to curb a charging animal. I believe 
the best bet for the hiker is a light 
walking stick of Irish blackthorn. 
Another possibility is a short rattan 
stick, effective but too light to do the 
dog serious injury. Not every dog con¬ 
frontation need be a fight to the death: 
a simple stick can keep most dogs from 
getting close enough to bite. 

One must keep in mind that the 
average dog owner is attached to his 
pet, even if he has devoted no time or 
money to its training. 

He or she probably believes his pet 
is friendly and harmless. When his 
“friendly” dog runs at you, a stranger, 
he does not understand why you might 
be concerned for your safety. If his mon¬ 
grel slobbers on you or gets close 
enough for fleas to jump on you, you 
are expected to be grateful that the 
mutt “likes you.” 

Certainly, many dog owners consi¬ 
der it unnecessarily inconvenient to 
keep their dogs inside, behind a fence, 
on a leash, or train them not to bark 
all night or poop on a neighbor’s lawn.

Privies, Latrines: 


Field Sanitation 


T HE subject of field sanitation gets 
too little attention in most sur¬ 
vival literature. 

The lack of it can bring death from 
typhus and other disease as surely as 
a bullet. 

Worst yet, most people in the late 
20th century have no knowledge of any¬ 
thing save conventional plumbing. 
Those who think anyone can dig a 
privy should take note that most 
states found it necessary to set up 
standards in the 1930 and 1940s to 
ensure safety. 


Plans For a privy may look simple, 
but a lot can go wrong with a sorry installation .

The plans illustrated here were used 
by Mississippi, Georgia and Kentucky.

But 
check with authorities where you live 
to comply with their requirements. 
Whether the location is a survival 
retreat or a hunting camp, the impor¬ 
tance of field sanitation cannot be 
overemphasized. The epidemics that 
swept the world for the lack of it are 
proof enough of that. 

The sanitary earth pit privy must 
be dug so that the bottom of the pit 
is at least two feet above the ground

water or rock. Dirt can be mounded 
up if necessary to achieve this. To com¬ 
ply with health department regula¬ 
tions to prevent disease it must be on 
the downgrade 200 feet or more from 
sources of water supply, 100 feet from 
kitchens, 50 to 150 feet from users, 
at least 2 feet above ground water 
or bedrock, and 50 feet from lakes,

Sporter Target Model Rifle 

Newest standard model AR-15 .223 caliber semiautomatic . . .

J N recent issues we’ve reviewed some 
of Colt’s line of versatile AR-15 
rifles: the Sporter Match Delta HBAR 
(October) and Sporter Lightweight 
Rifle (November). Here we’ll take a 
look at the basic model of the line, 
the Sporter Thrget Model Rifle. 

The Sporter Thrget Model, desig¬ 
nated Model No. R6551, is Colt’s new¬ 
est version of the basic, venerable 
AR-15 rifle which Colt has been pro¬ 
ducing for more than a quarter cen¬ 
tury for military, law enforcement and 
civilian markets here in the U.S. and 
around the world. 

The current crop of Sporter Thrget 
Model rifles offer shooters the refine¬ 
ments in design and operation which 
Colt has incorporated in the many 
years of its production of this firearm, 
such as improved adjustable sights, 
chrome lined bores, cartridge case 
deflectors to accommodate left-handed 
shooters. 

There have also been some minor 
changes made to the bolt carrier to 
make it more difficult for conversion 
of these rifles to full automatic fire 
mode. Additionally, the new Sporters 
all have a hardened steel block in¬ 
stalled in the receiver, along with new 
steel pins, to prevent conversion to 
full auto. And the AR-15 Sporters are 
now marketed to civilians without 
bayonet mounts and with only 5-round 
magazines. 

And there is a .22 Long Rifle caliber 
conversion kit available through gun 
dealers nationwide and made by Colt 
which enables AR-15 owners to shoot 
.22s in their guns for short range 
target shooting and training purposes. 



The Target Sporter barrel is thinner behind the 
front sight for reduced weight. 

The kit includes a 10-round .22 LR 
magazine, a simple conversion unit, 
green chamber plug and complete 
instructions. 

The new standard AR-15 Sporter has 
an overall length of 39 inches with a 
20-inch barrel and 19%-inch sight 
radius. Total weight empty is 7 l /i 
pounds. The finish is the usual mili¬ 
tary matte black. Butt stock, pistol 
grip and handguards are synthetic 
with other parts being steel. 

The Thrget Sporter’s barrel is thin¬ 
ner behind the front of the handguards 
and extending rearward to the cham¬ 
ber for lighter weight. 

The right-hand barrel twist is 1 
turn in 7 inches. Colt is now market¬ 
ing a new “flat top” low-scope mount 
model AR-15 Sporter which has a l-in-9 
barrel twist. Another new model which 
should be available about the time 
you read this is the 9 mm caliber 
AR-15 Sporter. 

We fired our Target Sporter with 
some USA 55-grain ball and some Fed¬ 
eral 69-grain boattail hollow point 
match ammunition. With our Oehler 
35P chronograph we clocked the USA 
stuff at a mean velocity of about 3,202 
fps fired 5 feet from the first screen 
of the chronograph. The Federal stuff 
gave us a mean velocity of 2,769 fps. 
We also had some Israeli Samson 63- 
grain Spitzer ammo but only a few 
rounds, so we did not chronograph it. 
This ammo produced a good 3-shot 
group. 

With shoulder aimed fire using a 
rest at 50 yards, the Sporter Target 
produced some nice groups, particu¬ 
larly with the match stuff. One three- 
shot group with the Federal Match

ammo was only %-inch. And the Sam¬ 
son rounds produced a three-shot 1%- 
inch group, with two of the hits only 
3 /8-inch apart. 

Basically, we were able to hit any 
point we aimed at firing from the 
shoulder or from the rest at our tar¬ 
gets set up 50 yards away. The Sporter 
Thrget Model and the other new AR-15 
Sporters we’ve now handled and shot, 
are all capable of admirable accuracy, 
and all proved to be totally reliable. 
Of course we didn’t have the oppor¬ 
tunity to fire thousands of rounds 
through each of these guns to gauge 
reliability over long-term use. But 
there’s no doubt in our minds that 
these guns are very accurate out of 
the box. 

Suggested retail for the Sporter Tar¬ 
get Model is $879.95. There are quite 
a few knock-off copies of the AR-15 on 
the market today, some of them are 
pretty good quality, others are so so. 
But there’s only one Colt. •

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and sent to French troops in the Mid¬ 
dle East. . . just in time. 

So it can be seen with very good 
material in this field—French, U.S., 
British, Syrian, Egyptian and Saudis. 
The other troops, Kuwaiti, Moroccan, 

Senegalese, Omani, etc,, wear gener¬ 
ally good clothing but their forces will 
not have the possibility to fight enough 
for an appreciation of the effects of 
their camouflage patterns, often only 


sand color not printed. 

The best suits will certainly be U.S., 
British, French and Egyptian patterns, 
well studied and really made for desert 
landscapes. Syria, Emirates, Morocco, 
wear not very well adapted and it can 
be seen that these clothes were worn 
before the Gulf War, made for rocks, 
forest (woodland), even urban fighting, 
but not for desert. 

That is for allied forces, rather well 


organized, with much money, exper¬ 
ience and training. For these armies, 
camouflage is regulation, tested and 
good fashion. 

For the Iraqi Army, all materials and 
clothes, helmets, light weapons, repre¬ 
sent really a patch work. Camouflage 
suits are bought by officers themselves, 
since many years, each general has 
three or four camo patterns he wears

Death Syndrome

ACH year in the United States, 
some 8,000 to 10,000 seemingly 
healthy and well cared for infants, go 
to sleep, stop breathing, and die. 

Modern researchers have dubbed this 
phenomena SIDS, for Sudden Infant 
Death Syndrome, SIDS, however, is by 
no means a strictly modern pheno¬ 
mena. For much of this century it was 
known as crib or cot death. Before 
that, for almost 2,000 years it was 
known as “overlaying” since it was 
thought to be caused by a mother roll¬ 
ing over in her sleep and smothering 
the child. Indeed, Kings 3:19 of the 
Old Testament reads: “And this wo¬ 
man’s child died in the night; because 
she overlaid it.” 

Medical research has, of course, 
proven that “overlaying” is not the 
cause of SIDS. However despite decades 
of intensive efforts, millions of research 
dollars, and the introduction of com¬ 
puterized heart and breathing moni¬ 
tors for high risk infants, the number 
of babies dying from SIDS has re¬ 
mained relatively constant, and the 
underlying cause of these deaths, 
unknown. 

SIDS is not a disease. Rather says 
microbiologist J.A. Lindsay of the 
University of Florida, “It’s a diagnosis 
of exclusion. If you can’t find a patho¬ 
logical answer” for the cause of death 
in an infant “you call it SIDS.” 

SIDS is the leading cause of death 
in infants aged two weeks to one year. 
Over 90 percent of cases occur before 
the baby reaches the age of six months. 
About two of every 1,000 babies born 
alive in the U.S. each year die of 
SIDS. That number remains relatively 
constant across racial, ethnic, and 
geographical lines. The vast majority 
of infants diagnosed as having died of 
SIDS were not identified as “high-risk” 
infants prior to succumbing to SIDS. 

SIDS deaths are more common in 


males than females. It occurs more fre¬ 
quently in cold weather months than 
warm weather months and most often 
between the hours of midnight and 9 
am. A majority of SIDS babies have 
also been found to have had a cold or 
other respiratory infection in the days 
or weeks immediately prior to death. 

Studies have shown that infants of 
younger mothers are at a somewhat 
higher risk for succumbing to SIDS 
than are infants of older (25+ years) 
mothers. Likewise, premature or low 
birthweight babies also seem to be at 
a greater risk of dying from SIDS than 
do full term and normal weight babies. 

There is no obvious genetic link to 
SIDS. It does not seem that a tendency 
towards SIDS occurrence is passed from 
one generation to another. However 
some studies do indicate a substan¬ 
tially higher risk to infants who have 
had a sibling die of SIDS. 

The routine immunization and vac¬ 
cination of infants has been inves¬ 
tigated for any possible link to SIDS. 
A 1988 study published in the New 
England Journal of Medicine found no 
increased risk of SIDS following im mu¬ 
nization with the standard DPT (dip- 
theria-pertussis-tetanus) vaccine. In¬ 
deed, that study found fewer SIDS 
deaths following immunization than 
at other times. It also found a greater 
incidence of SIDS in non-immunized 
infants than in those who had been 
immunized. 

In the past 20 to 30 years literally 
dozens of theories as to the cause of 
SIDS have been proposed and inves¬ 
tigated. These theories have ranged 
from deficiencies in thiamine and 
vitamin C levels, to sleeping positions, 
thyroid problems, blood disorders, and 
even possible allergic reactions to the 
materials used in bedding or sleepwear. 

In the 1970s researchers began focus¬ 
ing on the possibility of sleep apnea 
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playing a major role in the occurrence 
of SIDS. Sleep apnea is a condition 
where an infant suffers periodic ces¬ 
sation of breathing. It is a relatively 
common condition, occurring in a 
majority of young infants. Usually 
apnea episodes are of short duration, 
20 seconds or less. Though frightening 
for a parent who witnesses such an 
event, these short duration apnea epi¬ 
sodes pose little risk for the infant. In 
rare cases though apnea can be life 
threatening with an infant failing to 
begin breathing again on his own. In 
these cases an apnea episode will lead 
to full scale respiratory arrest. 

Like SIDS itself the mechanisms 
underlying apnea in infants are not 
well understood. However researchers 
theorized that if infants could be moni¬ 
tored electronically, and parents train¬ 
ed in resuscitation techniques, the 
number of SIDS deaths would decline. 
With this theory in mind, physicians 
in the 1980s began advising parents 
of “high risk” infants to begin using 
the electronic heart and breathing 
monitors. Throughout the decade liter¬ 
ally hundreds of thousands of infants 
were attached to these monitors. 

By the end of the decade researchers 
had a large enough data base to begin

to analyze the effects electronic moni¬ 
toring had on the overall incidence of 
SIDS deaths. Unfortunately it was dis¬ 
covered that while monitoring was cer¬ 
tainly appropriate for “high risk” 
infants, such infants actually account¬ 
ed for a very small percentage of SIDS 
deaths. Large scale monitoring, it was 
found, had no noticeable impact on the 
SIDS death rate. Indeed by the end of 
the 1980s the theory of apnea linked 
SIDS was being abandoned by large 
numbers of researchers. 

Recently scientists have begun to 
study the possibility that minor defects 
in the developing brain of the infant 
might play a role in SIDS. A number 
of theories linking brain development 
with SIDS have been proposed. One 
such theory focuses on myelin, a fatty 
substance which coats the nerve con¬ 
nections (axons) in the brain. Myelin 
enhances the electrical transmission 
of nerve signals between axons. If the 
myelin is defective in one way or 
another the electrical signals the brain 
uses to control respiration and cardiac 
functions might become jumbled and 
ineffective.

Another brain related theory focuses 
on the possibility that defects in the 
brain stem might be related to SIDS. 
Neural circuits in the brain stem con¬ 
trol respiration and heart rate during 
sleep. It has been reported that many 
SIDS victims, upon being autopsied, 
appear to have abnormal scarring in 
the brain stem. The possibility that this 
scarring is a cause rather than an effect 
of SIDS is now being investigated. 

Other theories propose an internal 
mechanical obstruction to breathing. 
In the book Sudden Infant Death , Pat¬ 
terns , Puzzles , and Problems by Gold¬ 
ing, Limerick and MacFarlane, the 
authors note that, “Up to 30 percent 
of new born babies are obligatory nose 
breathers. This means that they breath 
through their noses and that if their 
noses are occluded, they do not auto¬ 
matically open their mouths to breath ” 
Obstruction of the nasal passages could 
occur because of respiratory infection, 
which as noted earlier, is a common 
characteristic in many SIDS babies. 

Dr. Shirley Tonkin, a New Zealand 
physician, has focused on the tongue 
of the newborn as a possible mechan¬ 
ism for airway obstruction. She sug¬ 
gests that since an infant’s tongue is 
relatively large, an infection might 
cause the relaxation of the jaw mus¬ 
cles and allow the tongue to cause a 
mechanical blockage to breathing. 

Other possibilities as to the under¬ 
lying cause of SIDS are also being 
researched. These include immune sys¬ 
tem disorders, metabolic disorders, and 
problems in the pineal glands of the 
new born. The latter are responsible 
for regulating the body’s circadian 
rhythms — the normal human sleep¬ 
ing and waking cycles. 

Long Term Research Efforts —Many 
of the SIDS research efforts currently 
underway are being carried out under 
the auspices of the National Institute 
of Child Health and Human Develop¬ 
ment, NICHD. In 1989, after an inten¬ 
sive lobbying effort by SIDS advocacy 
groups, various concerned individuals, 
and Senator Fritz Hollings (whose 
grandchild was a SIDS victim), Con¬ 
gress ordered the NICHD to develop 
a Five Year SIDS Research Plan. 

The Five Year Plan developed by the 
NICHD and approved by Congress in 
1989 has a number of objectives. A 
report prepared for Congress by Dr. 
Marlon Willinger, PhD, who is the 
NICHD official in charge of the SIDS 
program, lists these objectives as 
“expanding the base of knowledge 
about SIDS; understanding the causes

and underlying mechanisms of the 

syndrome; identifying infants at risk; 

clarifying the relationship between 
high-risk pregnancy, high-risk infancy, 
and SIDS; elucidating the psycholog¬ 
ical impact of sudden and unexpected 
infant death on parents, siblings and 
the extended family; exploring preven¬ 
tive approaches; preventing sudden 
infant deaths, and ultimately, reduc¬ 
ing the rate of infant mortality in 
the U.S” 

Tb accomplish these objectives the 
NICHD has sought to identify and fund 
studies in promising areas of research. 
Currently NICHD is funded between 
20 and 30 such research projects around 
the country. Largely because of the 
lobbying efforts of SIDS advocacy 
groups funding for SIDS research has 
gone from a meager $500,000 in 1985 
to $7 million in 1991 and a projected 
$10.5 million in 1992. In addition 
to the specific individual SIDS re¬ 
search projects currently underway, the 
NICHD is also seeking to develop a 


centralized SIDS database for research- 

ers. This database would combine all 

of the information that has been 
gathered over the past 20 or so years 
of SIDS research. 

Currently, home monitoring is con¬ 
sidered appropriate only if an infant 
falls into one of two major categories. 

1) Infants who have had an unex¬ 
plained episode of prolonged apnea or, 

2) infants with a positive family his¬ 
tory of apnea of infancy, AOI, or SIDS. 
(Note—prolonged apnea is defined as 
an apnea episode where the infant 
stopped breathing for more than 20 
seconds, became cyanotic — turned 
blue — and/or required vigorous stim¬ 
ulation or resuscitation in order to 
resume breathing.) 

Having an infant on a home apnea 
monitor places great stress on parents. 
It means that they can never be more 
than a few seconds away from the baby 
since a quick response to a monitor 
alarm is vital. The fact that the moni¬ 
tors frequently give off false alarms, 


increases the stress on the parents. 

“You live with this monitor that 

attaches you to the baby 24 hours a 
day. It’s almost like an umbilical 
cord. . . It got so bad I had to have 
somebody in so I could go to the 
bathroom,” says one mother of a moni¬ 
tored baby. 

When home monitoring of an infant 
has been determined to be appropri¬ 
ate, the parents (and any others who 
might be responsible for the care of 
the monitored infant), must be fully 
trained in three areas. First, all 
caregivers must understand the use, 
maintenance and troubleshooting of 
the monitoring equipment. Second, 
caregivers must be trained in the clin¬ 
ical observation of the infant in order 
to determine if intervention is neces¬ 
sary once an alarm sounds (see dia¬ 
gram). Third, caregivers must be cer¬ 
tified in infant cardio-pulmonary resus¬ 
citation, CPR, techniques. 

This last requirement for CPR train¬ 
ing, while mandatory for parents and 
caretakers of infants in monitors, 
SHOULD BE CONSIDERED BY ALL 
PARENTS OF NEWBORNS regard¬ 
less of whether or not their infants are 
considered at risk for SIDS. CPR train¬ 
ing is widely available through local 
Red Cross and American Heart Associ¬ 
ation chapters, and is often also offered 
by local YM/YWCAs and community 
volunteer ambulance corps. 

The loss of a child to SIDS is an 
extremely traumatic event for the par¬ 
ents. A survey of SIDS parents by Dr. 
John DeFrain and Linda Ernst of the 
University of Nebraska found that 
nearly 100 percent of the parents said 
that the loss of their baby was the sin¬ 
gle most severe crises they had ever 
experienced. 

In the past few years a self-help 
movement aimed at helping parents 
cope with the intense grief caused by 
the loss of a newborn, has sprung up 
across the country. There are currently 
at least five such groups with hundreds 
of local chapters throughout the U.S., 
which offer counseling and assistance 
to parents who have lost a child to 
SIDS, or suffered a stillbirth or mis¬ 
carriage. One of these groups, Resolve 
Through Sharing (1310 Broadway, 
Summerville, MA 02144-1731; 617-623- 
0744), has been instrumental in 
establishing perinatal bereavement 
programs in more than 500 hospitals 
across the country.

(CPU), in response to an alarm. 
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The Future — The key to finding 
both the cause and cure of SIDS is ade¬ 
quate funding. While the dollars allo¬ 
cated to SIDS research efforts have 
grown in recent years, funding levels 
are still far from adequate. 

The Sudden Infant Death Syndrome 
Alliance, a non-profit coalition of 
national and regional SIDS organiza¬ 
tions. is seeking to increase funding 
for SIDS research to a level of about 
$30 million a year. That amount would, 
according to the Alliance provide a 
“fully-adequate” level of SIDS research 
funding. Given the billions of research 
dollars currently being spent on the 
more high-profile diseases such as 
AIDS, $30 million a year for a disease 
which kills almost 10,000 infants each 
year does not seem excessive. 

The SIDS Alliance, in addition to lob¬ 
bying for greater SIDS funding, also 
provides free informational brochures 
about SIDS to new and expectant par¬ 
ents and the general public. The Alli¬

exactly what you expected? Trust me, 

I have gleaned reams of information 
from books such as these. Information 
that has proven invaluable to me time 
and time again. 

Other excellent books include The 
Audubon Society Nature Guide series, 
which is jammed with myriad bits of 
useful information, The Audubon Soci¬ 
ety Field Guide Series, which is out¬ 
standing, and Harper & Row’s Com¬ 
plete Field Guide to North American 
Wildlife. You would do well to have 
these in your personal library. 

Own a TV? Your local PBS channel 
may offer one of the best nature shows 
on television: Nature Scene. If you get 
it, don’t miss it. Another worthwhile 
production on your PBS station is 
Nature. 

L.L. Bean, which I teach a wilder¬ 
ness survival workshop for in their 
Outdoor Discovery Program, offers one 
of the finest series of hunting videos 
available. For a list of all the videos 
they have available, write to L.L. Bean 
at Freeport, Maine 04033. 

There are also a wide variety of 
magazines on the market that publish 
a plethora of information on hunting. 
Don’t make the mistake of buying a 
magazine for its eye-catching cover, 
though. Buy the magazine for its 
instructional value, not its aesthetics. 

If you are in a genuine survival sit¬ 
uation, common sense dictates that you 
must take what you find. The rules 
go out the window when it’s between 
you and Mother Nature. Keep in mind, 
however, that when you are “practic¬ 
ing” your survival skills, ethics dic¬ 
tate that you must stay within the 
realm of the law. Those laws may seem 
bothersome to you from time to time, 
but they are the reason we still have 
game to hunt in this country. 

It goes without saying that different 
animals have different habits. One fac¬ 
tor remains a constant, though. Every¬ 
thing an animal does is directly in¬ 
fluenced by its need for food and water, 
shelter from the elements, self-preser¬ 
vation or procreation. If you approach 
survival hunting with these things in 
mind, you will already have taken a 
giant step forward in being a success¬ 
ful hunter. 

If you are impatient, stop being so 
right now. 

There now. That was easy, wasn’t it? 
The most proficient hunters are patient 
almost to a fault. They can — and do 


— lay in a “hide” for hours on end 
without so much as twitching. They 
will stalk or track their quarry until 
they take it, regardless of low long it 
takes or what the conditions are. 
Patience means determination. 

And they are intimately familiar 
with the habits of their prey. They do 
not guess. They calculate. They do not 
take risks. They weigh the odds and 
take the necessary action. They hunt 
intending to kill. They mean full well 
to come out on top. 

In survival hunting, it’s not how 
you play the game; its whether or not 
you win. If you win, you live. If you 
lose, you don’t live. 

Deer such as the revered white-tailed 
(Odocoileus virginianus) are one of the 
most wary mammals on the continent. 
Becoming an expert at successfully 
hunting them takes years, even de¬ 
cades. They are elusive beyond belief 
at times, but still Find their way into 
tens of thousands of hunter’s freezers 
every year. 

These hunters know that deer, like 
any other animal, crave sex, though 
probably not for the same reason 
humans do. They use buck “grunts” 
to lure in rutting males. They smear 
the vegetation around their hides and 
stands with chemicals that imitate doe 
estrus. They take note of sign that 
indicates the presence of an active 
buck, such as scrapes and rubs. 

They also know that deer love ap¬ 
ples, acorns and a remarkable variety 
of other foods. They put this know¬ 
ledge to good use by taking up a 
shooting position between resting and 
feeding areas. 

And they are very aware of the fact 
that deer have exceptionally keen 
senses. Their sense of smell and sound 
are incredibly well-tuned. 

Curiosity is one of their shortcom¬ 
ings as well, besides their sometimes 
overpowering urge for food and sex. On 
several occasions I have snuck up on 
deer that were lying on hillsides, look¬ 
ing down onto a road, watching the 
cars go by. 

Waterfowl, on the other hand, do not 
display this blatant sense of curiosity. 
Ducks and geese are known for their 
skepticism and shyness. They do, how¬ 
ever, have a strong desire for compan¬ 
ionship. They can be lured into a decoy 
set if you place the blocks correctly and 
use your call in the right manner. 

Both of these skills takes practice, 


as you might expect. After more than 

two decades of waterfowling, I am just 
now beginning to get quite good at the 
use of decoys and calls. Then again, 
it may be that I am just a tad slower 
than the next guy. 

Ducks and geese have fantastic eye¬ 
sight, Perfect camouflage means more 
birds for the survival hunter. 

Upland game such as rabbits and 
squirrels are frequently — almost 
always — easier to come by than big 
game like deer and moose. There are 
generally more of them in a given 
area, and they are usually much less 
wary. Woodchucks, prairie dogs, bad¬ 
gers, marmots and other burrowing 
mammals make for easy pickings if 
you are good with a flat and fast shoot¬ 
ing varmint rifle such as the .220

Swift or 25-06 Remington. Look for 
woodchucks in the early morning and 
late afternoon in rocky fields, espe¬ 
cially those with a bit of slope to 
them. 

Start boning up now for the time 
when survival hunting is no longer a 
pleasant diversion on a perfect week¬ 
end, but a “do or die” situation when 
you least expect it. 

Unlikely? That’s what the Filipinos 
and Japanese thought, until volcanoes 
started going off in their backyards. •

dations and fence posts that lie too 
close. Be sure to take into consider¬ 
ation the direction of the prevailing 
winds to reduce flies and smells. 

Wood should be pressure treated with 
pent a to prevent rot. The use of con¬ 
crete for the floor and riser as in the 
Mississippi plan is the most desirable. 
The privy is designed to keep insects, 
rodents, and other animals out. The 
venting is most important to prevent 
odors. Keep the seat lid down when 
not in use so all air goes out the vent, 
not into the privy. The privy must be 
dug out when full. 

Thankfully a pit 3 by 4 by 6 feet 
deep will serve an average family for 
three to five years at a time. 

Try to use toilet paper, stored for use 
during an emergency, instead of old 
fashioned newspapers, leaves, and 
Sears catalogs which fill up the privy 
faster. Lay in a big stock of toilet 
paper for a survival scenario or face 
digging out the privy more often. 

Apply residual fly spray to the build¬ 
ing and keep it clean and fly tight. 
Put some borax, fuel oil or kerosene 
in the pit, Keep waste water out and 
the pit dry. The natural decay of the 
pit contents reduces odor. If a deodorant 
is needed you may use chlorinated 
lime, chloroben, iron sulfate, copperas, 
activated carbon, or pine oil. Clean the 
seat with hot water and detergent. Pri¬ 
vies are the best solution short of 
indoor plumbing, and should be used 
whenever possible. They rank as a top 
priority. 

For temporary field sanitation the 
straddle trench latrine may be used. 
This is a trench one foot wide, feet 
deep and 4 feet long. It will accom¬ 
modate 25 men for one day and is then 
covered up and another dug. 

For one person a simple cat hole 1 
foot deep will suffice. Cover up and dig 
a new one each day. 

The use of chemical toilets and pail 
Privies is to be avoided whenever pos¬ 
sible in a survival situation. They are 
more trouble and less safe and sani¬ 
tary than the traditional privy or even 
the trench latrines. The use of a septic 
tank privy also is less practical, as in 
the absence of running water the tank 
must be filled to overflow level by 
hand and then a minimum of two 
buckets daily added. These tend to 
stink excessively also. 

When building a privy follow the 
plans carefully. Like your indoor 
plumbing it may look simple, but 
there is a lot to go wrong with a 
sorry installation. •

The M3 uses the shotguns recoil 
energy to operate in the semiauto¬ 
matic mode, eliminating the drawbacks 
of systems that use barrel recoil, espe¬ 
cially barrel vibration requiring the use 
of muzzle brakes with powerful ammu¬ 
nition, and gas operation which re¬ 
quires frequent cleaning and tends to 
malfunction in bad weather. 

We were fortunate to be loaned from 
HK one of the new M3s with rifle 
sights and folding stock and pistol grip. 
Since the M3 with standard 19%-inch 
cylinder bore barrel is rather long with 
full stock, the folding stock provides 
the user with the option of a much more 
compact firearm and serves as a 
natural handle for carrying the 
weapon. The strong, welded tubular 
steel stock has a thick rubber butt pad 
which is very useful when firing mag¬ 
num loads, especially the 3-inch 
magnums. 

Our test gun had a uniformly matte 
black finish on all parts and was all 
steel with the exception of the high 
impact plastic material used for the 
fore grip assembly and hard rubber 
pistol grip and butt plate pad. 

Sights were adjustable with square 
notch rear and front post with three 
white dots (two on rear sight, one 
on front post) for low light sighting 



The selection ring in front of the fore grip is used 
to switch from pump to semiauto operation and 
vice versa. 


The rear sight also doubles as recep- 

tacle for holding the butt stock in place 
when folded. Pressing a button on the 
left of the sight releases the stock so 
it can be extended. When folded the 
stock locks into place on top for the 
rear sight when pressed down on it. 

The safety is a cross-bolt type located 
behind the trigger. A red ring showing 
on the left side of the safety indicates 
the weapon is in the fire position. 


Test Firing — At a public shooting 
area, we test fired the M3 with a var-

iety of Federal, Remington and Win¬ 
chester 3-inch and 2%-inch 12 gauge 
loads, including magnums. With our 
Oehler 35P chronograph we obtained 
the following mean velocities for the 
ammo fired about four feet from the 
first chronograph screen: Rem. #7 ¥2 
shot 2%-inch—1232 fps; Fed. Premium 
l 7 /s oz. Magnum BB—1129 fps; Win. 
Super-X 000 Buck 2/34-inch—1,309 fps; 
Win. 3-inch Mag #4 shot—1063 fps; 
Fed. 2%-inch #4 field—1240 fps; Fed. 
2%-inch Hi Shok slug—1478 fps. 

The M3 handled all loads tested 
without a hitch—no malfunctions of 
any kind. The gun is easy to sight with 
its excellent rifle sights and is very 
accurate. The different loads patterned 
well on silhouette targets placed from 
20 to 35 yards away. We put a slug 
into the heart area of one target with 
ease firing quickly from about 30 yards. 


Tke 3-inck magnum loads do kave quite 
a kick to them, but the thick rubber 
butt plate pad makes firing these loads 
far more acceptable than with other 
comparable shotguns. 

Time to the reputation of the Benelli 
Super 90 line, it’s possible to fire off 
many shots rapidly with this gun in 
the semiautomatic mode. Firing in 
this manner you empty the magazine 
in just a few seconds. 

Being of smaller stature myself (Pm 
only about 5’ 6”), I find the M3 Super 
90 a little longer, with stock fully 
extended, than I’d like. I really have 
no problem using the shotgun, but it’s 
not quite as comfortable to operate the 
pump with my shorter arms. This gun 
is also a bit heavier than the 12 gauge 
shotguns I own (Beretta 1200FP, Win¬ 
chester Defender) and, again, being of 
shorter stature, the added weight is 
noticeable, though certainly not a seri¬ 
ous hindrance. Aside from these minor 
criticisms, I couldn’t find anything 
about this rugged, handsome and very 
versatile new shotgun that I didn’t like. 
Associate Editor Scott Stoddard, who’s 
6’ 1” with longer arms, found the gun 
very much to his liking 

The ease with which one can switch 
firing modes, from pump to semiauto 
or vice versa, the M3’s handling and 
pointing characteristics, its reliability 
and accuracy indicate to us that this 
will indeed be another highly popular 
HK firearm and one well suited for a 
wide variety of civilian, law enforce¬ 
ment and military uses. •

Typographical Errors 

I wanted to point out some small 
typographical errors in my article, “We 
The People Wake Up” on pages 72-74 
of your October 1991 issue. The open¬ 
ing quotation by Thomas Pain regard¬ 
ing the Rights of Man were from a 
book by that name published, as you 
know, in Paris, France, in February of 
1791 and in England in March of that 
same year, not 1971 as was incorrectly 
transcribed. The other error occurs on 
page 74 in the definition of the word 
“Tbtalitarianism,” as given by the edi¬ 
tors of The Dictionary of Cultural 
Literacy , 1988. They state that the 
term applies to fascist governments and 
to many communist governments.

“all” in brackets to indicate that there 
is no such thing as a benign communist 
government. In the published text my 
insertion was in parentheses. Brackets 
would have made it clear it was my 
insertion. Communism is about total¬ 
itarian control of people, or it is not 
communism. I quote a world-class 
authority, V.I. Lenin: “The dictator¬ 
ship of the proletariat is nothing else 
than power based upon force and limit¬ 
ed by nothing — by no law and by abso¬ 
lutely no rule” ( Complete Works , Vol. 
18, page 361).

Underground Shelters 

Regarding the article in the June 
1991 issue on the ES-10 underground 
shelter: I’m glad to see some material 
on shelters. I’d like to see even more 
information on the subject of construc¬ 
tion bunkers, hidden rooms, and under¬ 
ground or otherwise hidden dwellings. 
I do, however, wish to call your atten¬ 
tion to some of the credentials listed 
for Mr. Walton W. McCarthy, designer 
and developer of the ES-10. The Union 
of Concerned Scientists is a very liberal 


group of pacifist physicists and other 
scientists firmly opposed to nuclear 
power and American defense research, 
These are the people who have tried 
to shut down the Lawrence Livermore 
Laboratory. Physicians for Social 
Responsibility, headed by the incredi¬ 
ble Australian radical Dr. Helen Cal- 
dicott, is a militantly left-wing group 
that consistently views the U.S. as the 
world’s chief villain. The PSR stands 
for unilateral disarmament: in the 
early 1980s they saw our deployment 
of Pershing missiles in Europe as a far 
greater threat to peace than the Soviet 
Invasion of Afghanistan. I think your 
readers should know of the true nature 
of these organizations and assure 
themselves that companies like Sub¬ 
tech are truly on our side — I’d hate 
to discuss survival tactics or the loca¬ 
tions of arms caches with someone 
whom I later found believed in socialist 
tenets of government.

You may want to consult 
the latest edition of the Recommended Dietary 
Allowances published by the National Academy of 
Sciences. 

athletes engaged in strength training . 

Protein requirements for different 
adults and for children will vary. But 
here is evidence that increasing one’s 
protein intake beyond the RDAs may 
be beneficial—at least in those people 
with more physically active lifestyles. 

But protein is needed by your body 
for much more than physical endur¬ 
ance and strength. As Carlson Wade 
notes in his Amino Acids Book, What 
You Need To Know, (Keats Publishing, 
Inc., New Canaan, CT): 

“Next to water, protein is the most 
plentiful substance in your body. If all 
the water were squeezed out of you, 
about half your dry weight would be 
protein. About a third of the protein 
is in the muscle, about a fifth in the 
bone and cartilage and about a tenth 
in the skin. The rest in the other tis¬ 
sues and body fluids.” 

The “building blocks of protein” are 
the amino acids. There are quite a few 
of these amino acids, but there are eight 

to 10, depending on which source you 

consult, which your body cannot 
produce from the foods you eat and 
which you must consume in certain 
foods to obtain. 


Amino acids are found in all protein 
foods but they have to be “complete” 
or in complementary balance and in 
sufficient quantities and potencies, 
Wade states, so that they can work 
together in building and maintaining 
health. 

All the amino acids can be obtained 
from plant—that is, vegetarian- 
sources, but they are more easily 
obtained in certain animals foods, such 
as milk, eggs, meat and fish. 

For those people who prefer a vegetar¬ 
ian diet it may be necessary to com¬ 
bine certain foods in order to obtain 
complete protein. 

Certain foods, such as eggs, meat and 
milk, which have proteins which are 
similar to the amino acid content of 
human tissues, are rated as having 
high nutritive value. Your body breaks 
down the proteins it gets to utilize the 
amino acids. If you do not get enough 
amino acids, your body begins to con¬ 
sume the amino acids in your tissues 
to meet its requirements. 

The 10 important amino acids which 
are considered essential and which 
your body cannot manufacture and 
some of their functions are: 

Valine-needed for mental vigor, 

muscle coordination and smooth func- 
tioning of the nervous system. 

Lysine— required for most body 
growth factors, blood nourishment and 


antibody formation to fight disease 
organisms. 

Tryptophan— for rich, red blood, 
youthful skin and healthy hair. Helps 
in utilizing the B-complex vitamins and 
promotes better digestion as well as 
acting as an emotional stabilizer, stress 
reducer and sleep aid. 

Methionine— needed by the cells of 
the kidneys and liver for regeneration, 
for strengthening hair follicles, remov¬ 
ing poisonous wastes from the liver and 
numerous other functions. 

Cystine— supplies an appreciable 
amount of insulin needed by the pan¬ 
creas for assimilation of sugars and 
starches. Plays a role in body proteins 
such as hair and helps destroy damag¬ 
ing chemicals in the body. 

Phenylalanine— required by the 
thyroid gland. Promotes healthy nerve 
activity and mental equilibrium. Acts 
as a powerful pain reliever. 

Arginine— male seminal fluid con¬ 
tains as much as 80 percent of this sub¬ 
stance. Helps detoxify poisonous wastes 
and filter out toxic substances. Believed 
to stimulate release of human growth 
hormone (HGH) by the pituitary gland 
in the brain. Helps the body burn fat. 

Glutamic Acid— influences brain 
health and helps correct personality 
disorders. 

Histidine— stimulates the auditory 
nerve for good hearing. 

Threonine— needed for smooth func¬ 
tioning of the digestive and intestinal 
tracts. Helps improve assimilation and 
absorption of nutrients for overall 
health. 

Protein and the amino acids it con¬ 
tains is essential, then, for a host of 
important, vital body functions so that 
the body’s proper physiological activi¬ 
ties and balance are maintained for 
optimum health. More is being learned 
every year as studies continue on the 
effects of protein/amino acids on health. 
There is far more which has been dis¬ 
covered about the health benefits of 
protein than can even be touched on 
in the space provided here. 

Your local library, book stores and 
health food stores should have books 
on protein and health. If you have a 
health problem or health problems 
which you think may be helped by 
increasing your protein intake, it’s 
worth the effort to study the subject 
and learn all you can about it. Consult 
your doctor before you make any sig¬ 
nificant changes in your diet. •

Hi'Power Mark III 


Staff Evaluation 


One of the most widely used and popular military and 
civilian 9mm pistols in the world, , . 


T HE Browning Hi-Power 9 mm 
Luger caliber semiautomatic pis¬ 
tol is one of the most extensively used 
military pistols in the world and is also 
very common in civilian hands in those 
countries where it is available. 

This pistol was the last one developed 
by the American firearms design gen¬ 
ius John Moses Browning. It was in¬ 
troduced in 1935 and has been made 
ever since by the Belgian arms maker 
Fabrique Nationale (FN), and has also 
been produced in Canada and Asia. It 
is distributed in the U.S. by Browning 
Arms Company, now simply called 
Browning, of Morgan, Utah. 

The 13-shot (14 if a round is placed 
in the chamber), recoil-operated pistol, 
in its various forms, has been or is 
being used as a service weapon in 
numerous countries in Europe, Canada 
and China. 

During World War II while the Ger¬ 
mans occupied Belgium, large quan¬ 
tities of Hi-Powers were made for the 
Germans, who used it as a first-line 
weapon, because of its caliber, 9 mil¬ 
limeter Luger, which is the same cali¬ 
ber as the German P’08 Luger and P-38 
pistols. 

Today, Browning sells four versions 
of the Hi-Power, all but one of which 
are made in Belgium and assembled 
in Portugal. The Belgian manufactured 
models are the HP-Practical with styl¬ 
ish contrasting blued slide and silver 
chromed frame with Pachmayr wrap¬ 
around grips; the Hi-Power Standard 
Model with polished blued finish and 
fixed or adjustable sights; and the 
Mark III with non-glare matte blue 
corrosion-resistant finish, low profile 
fixed sights and two-piece molded 
matte blue plastic grips with ambidex¬ 
trous thumb rest for use by either 
right- or left-handed shooters. All Hi- 
Powers now come with ambidextrous 
thumb-activated safety levers located 
on both sides of the frame. All these 
models are single-action semi-auto¬ 
matic pistols. 

In addition, Browning is just releas¬ 
ing its new BDM double-action Hi- 
Power model, which, while made by

Browning in Utah, is a variation on 
the double-action Hi-Power produced 
by FN in Belgium. 

We recently acquired a sample Mark 
III Hi-Power from Browning and have 
been impressed with the performance 
of this sleek, powerful handgun, some 
of the design features of which are 
incorporated in nearly every other 9 
mm handgun on the market today. 

The Hi-Power single actions are quite 
similar in design, operation and dis¬ 
assembly/reassembly to the Browning- 


designed 1911 and 1911A1 pistols. All 
Hi-Powers are now made with an inter¬ 
nal firing pin block safety, preventing 
firing unless the trigger is pulled all 
the way to the rear. And our Mark III 
also has the ambidextrous thumb 
safety which disengages the trigger 
and locks the slide, as well as a maga¬ 
zine safety, whereby removing the 
magazine also disengages the trigger, 
preventing the weapon from firing. 

Sights are a simple fixed rear square 
notch with two white squares and a

fixed front post/blade with white 
square, the white squares intended to 
serve as low light condition sighting 
aids. 

The hammer has a full cock, half 
cock and dropped positions. The half 
cock position is designed to catch the 
hammer if it should slip from the oper¬ 
ator’s thumb while lowering it to the 
dropped position. For safety reasons, 
Browning specifically recommends 
against carrying the pistol with a 
round in the chamber, including the full 


cocked position with safety engaged or 
the half cock position. It takes con¬ 
siderable force to thumb back the 
hammer, or to operate the slide, an 
added safety feature, but probably a 
disadvantage for those shooters with 
weaker hands. The smooth and consis¬ 
tent trigger pull is about 6 pounds. 

Although the double-stack 13-round 
capacity magazine requires a some¬ 
what wider grip for the Hi-Power than 
on single-stack 9 mm magazines, the 
grip does not seem particularly wide 


and is comfortable. The ambidextrous 
thumb rests are a real plus for left- 
handed shooters and greatly aid in 
handling ease and comfort. 

This all steel pistol (except for the 
grip panels) weighs in at about 2 
pounds empty but its relatively com¬ 
pact size and shape make it well bal¬ 
anced and easy to handle and aim 
with. 

We fired four types of 9 mm Luger 
ammunition in the Mark III: some AB 
brand 115-grain full metal jacketed and 
subsonic 147-grain jacketed hollow 
points; American Eagle brand 115- 
grain full metal jacketed rounds; and 
Fiocchi combat 123-grain truncated 
cone full metal jacketed cartridges. 

Using our Oehler Model 35P chrono¬ 
graph we got the following mean veloc¬ 
ities for this ammunition fired about 
5 feet from the first skyscreen: AB 
147-grain subsonic—1021 feet per 
second; AB 115-grain FMJ—1226 fps; 
American Eagle 115-grain FMJ—1163 
fps; Fiocchi Combat 123-grain—1181 
fps. 

Using quick aimed fire and firing off 
hand from a standing position 12 yards 
from an Anatomy Man Triple Tap tar¬ 
get (available from Lock & Load Dis¬ 
tributors, Dept. ASG, 1790-10 East 
Market St., Suite 224, Harrisonburg, 
VA 22801; 703-289-6892), almost all of 
our hits were in the kill zones. Other 
shooting at targets out to 30 yards or 
so proved equally effective. 

All rounds were fired through the 
Mark III without any malfunctions 
whatsoever. 

The Mark III is a highly accurate 
handgun and lives up well to the Hi- 
Power reputation for firepower, accur¬ 
acy and reliability. •

A look at the 
game of 
survivalism. . 


The author has been an avid paintball player 
for five years as well as a concerned survivalist. 
His article, “Combat Smarts’’ appeared in the 
September issue. He would like to see more 
survivalists become involved in paintball — 
The editors.

M IKE’S a survivalist, he says. His 
ASG magazine is on the coffee 
table beneath a box of Kleenex and 
a crumpled beer can. It’s just another 
“survival Saturday” for Mike. He 
shouldn’t have too much trouble sur¬ 
viving a lazy day of beer, Cheetos, and 
televised football. 

Maybe during commercials he’ll 
think about his food storage. But hey, 
Mike asks himself, what more can a 
survivalist do to prepare? There are 
no practice Armageddons. 

Sports have been around since man 
first felt the need to hone hunting 
skills and improve battle prowess. Phys¬ 
ical competition has kept people strong 
and ready to handle crisis. As sur¬ 
vivalists interested in preparedness, we 
need a patron sport to keep us fit and 
alert. 

As you’ve probably read in this 
magazine and seen elsewhere, “paint¬ 
ball tactical games” have become in¬ 
creasingly popular among survivalists 
and sportsmen. 

The question remains. Can paint¬ 
ball fill the role as survivalism’s 
favorite pastime? For many reasons I 
think it can. 

While playing the game, personal 
defense skills and a sense of small 
group tactics is developed. There is 
little doubt that an experienced paint¬ 
ball player would have a strong advan¬ 
tage over someone inexperienced in 
combat, when push came to shove. 

The paintball industry offers a wide 
spectrum of gun technology which 
parallels the variety found in true 
small arms weapons. On a paintball 
field, any given day, you’ll see single¬ 
shot sniper rifles, revolvers, semi-autos, 
full-autos, pumps, and a vast range of 
paintball magazine capacities. Which¬ 


ever type of gun you prefer to defend 
yourself with, you can practice with 
its paintball version any weekend. 

While on the field, “paintballers” get 
the chance to consort with other like- 
minded people from diverse back¬ 
grounds. Your typical paintball grunt 
will probably be politically conserva¬ 
tive and not shy of firearms. I’ve yet 
to meet a UC Berkeley grad in cam- 
mies with a paintball gun. Players are 
often interested in self defense and 
preparedness. 

Survivalists and paintball enthu¬ 
siasts are confronted with virtually the 
same obstacles. The uniformed public 
takes a dim view of both pursuits and 
misunderstands the participants. 

Paintball players are no more war 
mongers than league softball players 
(and probably less violent). Likewise, 
the International Paintball Players 
Association (IPPA) fights alongside the 
NRA to preserve the besieged right to 
bear arms and own paintball guns. It’s 
safe to say that the legal and govern¬ 
mental struggles of paintball are 
shared with survivalists. 

In our complex society of luxuries and 
ideas, it is easy to lose touch with the 
hard realities of nature and survival. 
Most of our time is spent worrying 
about the second mortgage and office 
politics. A day on the paintball field 
lends a simple perspective and brings 
back to mind the basics of the outdoors. 

If our system were to collapse, even 
temporarily, a weekend familiarity 
with these fundamentals would help 
prepare the survivalist for the shock 
of change. 




On the paintball field, the actual 
fear of war can be felt. Occasionally, 
the paintball player stops to think 
about the fatal outcome had that last 
hit been real. Despite what the masses 
may say, paintball players and sur¬ 
vivalists respect war and its horrors 
better than most others. Although 
there is no substitute for actual com¬ 
bat experience, paintball is the next 
best thing. 

Paintball seems to be a sport per¬ 
fectly tailored to survivalists. The field 
is the best place to prepare both phys¬ 
ically and psychologically for the rigors 
of survival. In short, a survivalist fits 
on the paintball field like a football 
fan fits in a sports bar. 

As a commercial sport, paintball has 
grown every year for several years. 
Paintball magazines can be found on 
many store magazine racks and there 
are presently several of these publica¬ 
tions. There is a national tournament 
circuit that brings out the best teams 
annually. The tournaments are hosted 
by reputable fields and equipment 
manufacturers. The prizes run into the 
tens of thousands of dollars. Telev i sion 
coverage has been sparse as of yet. but 
it’s easy to see how live filming of 
tournament finals would create a great 
spectator attraction. 

Paintball is one of the very few new 
sports to come out of the United States 
in recent years. Its future looks pro¬ 
mising. With increased popularity and 
wider publication, paintball will bring 
increased respectability to both the 
game and survivalism itself. 

So now Mike, the survivalist, has a 
new pastime. Friday night he preps his 
Bushmaster SI paintgun and divides 
his paintballs up into bags of hun¬ 
dreds. His woodland camouflage is 
washed clean of the paint from two 
weeks ago and he’s ready to go. Early 
Saturday morning he grabs his gear 
and joins his friends on the way to the 
local field. With the VCR set to record 
the day’s football game, Mike will get 
a day of fun and gain combat survival 
experience. •

aboard commercial airlines. DYEWit¬ 
ness is not considered a weapon. Unlike 
other tear gas or pepper sprays that 
are used to temporarily incapacitate 
an attacker, DYEWitness does not 
cause pain. 

Once you pull the locking pin and 
fire, a 70 psi blast of green dye shoots 
out from the canister to a distance of 
up to seven feet away. Within seconds 
after application, the dye foams up, 
obscuring the attacker’s vision while 
not harming the eyes. As the attacker 
flees, the foam falls to the ground leav¬ 
ing a green trail from the scene and 
an unmistakable green stain on the 
attacker’s face. The stain lasts up to 
seven days and can’t be washed off. 

We tested a canister of DYEWitness 
in the parking lot next to the ASG staff 
offices. For increased reality, we used 
as our target a plaster cast of the face 
of an ASG staff member. The plaster 
face was taped to a cardboard backing 
and then hung on a photo light stand. 

From a distance of seven feet we 
sprayed the face and watched as the 
green dye transformed our plaster tar¬ 
get into a molten mass of green foam 
— like something out of a swamp mon¬ 
ster horror movie. After a few minutes 
all of the foam had slithered off the 
face leaving large puddles of green dye 
on the ground. 

A few staff members applied dye to 
their fingers and arms and then tried 
to wash it off. While the heavy dark 
concentration of green dye color washed 
away, a lighter tint of green still 
remained no matter how hard or long 
they scrubbed. The remaining green 
stain would still be easily identified 
by police and provide evidence that the 
suspect was at the scene of the crime. 

Since DYEWitness is not a weapon 
but a deterrent, it, like other self 
defense products, should not be wholly 
relied upon to save yourself from phys¬ 
ical attack. The manufacturers recom¬ 
mend that you discharge the entire con¬ 
tents of the can at the attacker’s face 
and then break free and call for help.
